Rochambehu. The Marquis would willingly 
make agiftof those papers to the United 
States if he could afférd it; but he could not, 
The value of the papers (820,000) was in his 
( Voorhees’) opinion very low. 

Mr. Edmunds doubting whether the 
Senate had, at. the ‘present session, any au- 
thority to direct the Librarian of Congress 
to do anything whatever, the resolution was 
modified so as to instruct the Committee on 
Library, instead of the Librarian, to attend 
to the preservation of the papers. 

Mr. flagella said that, in plain English, the 
resolution was committing the Senate to the 
purehase of the pavers for %20,000 without 
any inspection of what they contained: The 
Senator (Vvorhees) had said that 
the Marquis de Rochambeau would 
present the papers to the Government if he 
could afford it.

Bold but Unsuccessful Attempt to Rob

Three Men Boarded the Train, but Got 
Frightened and Ran Away. 


Milwaukee Officers Still Uncertain as 
to the Identity of the Man They Suas- 
pect of Bring Lon Williams. 

Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 25.—The publication of 
the fact that a man supposed to be one of the 

Williams or Maxwell brothers, who so foully 

murdered the Coleman brothers in Pepin Coun- 

ty several montis ago, had been taken into cus- 
tody here, very naturally caused great interest 
on the part of those who entertained a lively 
remembrance of the terrible affair. The arrest 
was made by Deputy-sheriff Greding, woo met 
the suspected man ‘on the dof last month, 
from which time to the 23d of last mo con- 
stantly shadowed him, each day fi some 
new reason to suspect him as one Of the 

Williams brothers. The stranger's appearance 

in every particular agreed with the description 

the officer had in his possession. When he ad- 
dregged the stranger it was in the character of 

a fellow-stranger. The man stated that he had 

come from Hastings, near wbeich place the mur- 

derers of the Colemans had disappeared—a 

Statement adding to Greding’s suspicion. The 

ofticer immediately took him into custody, but 

without achieving any other points against 
bim, the man claiming to be “ William Kubhi,”’ 
not “Cole,” of Peoria, Lil While in custody 
opportunity to see the prisoner in his 
bare fect was improved to _ discover 
ifany of the man’s toes were missing, as that 
is said to be a means of identification, Lon 
Williams having suffered ampfttation of one of 
his toes; but instead it was observed that one of 
the stranger's toes had been subjected to sur- 
gicaltreatment, Thinking the case one of mis- 
taken identity, Greding procured and offered 
bim a pass to Peoria, where the Wiiliams 
brothers are wanted to answer for several 
crimes, but the pass was ,not accepted, the 
stranger requesting admission to the county hos- 
pital, which wish the officer saw fulfilled.

SMALL-POX, 


The Disease at Spring Hill, “inna. 

spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Sr. Paun, Minn., Oct %.—Dr. D. W. Hand, 
Presidentof the State Boardof Heaith, returncd 
from a visit to the Village of Spring Hill,Stearns 
Couuts, whither he went at the request of Gov. 
Pillsbury to make an examination of an epi- 
demic of small-pox reported to be raging there, 
and informed the Governor that he bad found 
twenty-three cases ina thickly-settied region, 
and had ascertained that there bad been two 
deaths from the disease. The people were ig- 
norant of the dread nature of the pest until in- 
formed of its character by Dr. Hand. Dr. Hand 
made the fullowing statement to a TRIBUNE cor- 
respondent: 

The house we went into hadsix cases, two 
very bad oves, ana I thought would die. in the 
eccond we found nioe cases all in one room, 
with no one to wait upon the afflicted but the 
mother. She had gathered them all into that 
one room because she thought it would be more 
convenient to take care of them than it would 
be if they were seattered in different rooms in 
thé house. The father bad the diseasé bad. One 
of the children bad died of it, and I saw tae child 
buried Sunday aftermoon, making ten 
in this family who were afflicted withit. The 
disease scems to have originated with this. fam- 
ily. The tirst person attucked by the djsease 
wasa littie l0-year-old girl of this family. No 
one bas any idea how the disease originated in 
this family, butit is supposed it must have been 
carried there by sume one, The father of the 
family is a storekeeper, and some thought the 
disease@might bave been communicated through 
some of the guods that were received by him. 
All this family are sick, and the father and 
one child are afilicted the worst. ‘he 
third house bad six cases in it, one having been 
buried from the house on Thursday last, a little 
girl 15 or 16 years of age, leaving the motber and 
The fourth house had 
two cuses in it, twoyoung men. The father and 
four children did not bave it, and I vaccinated 
them just as quickly as possible, boping to pre- 
them from having it. All these peo- 
ple are Germans. Thcy, did not know 
auytbing about the nature of the dis- 
ease, and had not sent for a physician, 
though they had been suffering from the 
disease for four weeks. They simply did not 
know what was the matterwith them. They had 
no prejudice against treatment. I vaccinated 
the priest and bis family and the saloonkeeper. 
When the people found out this, they all wanted 
to be vaccinated. Mostof the adults had been 
vaccinated in the Old Country, but noneof the 
children had been, They will be furnished with 
an ample supply of animal virus, and it is hoped 
that the disease may be checked where itis. It 
is very singular that nothing should have -been 
known of this disease till Friday, notwithstand- 
ing allthese people were sick with it so long. 
(tf course there was a great deal of excitement 
about it all day Sunday.

Sinall-pox now prevails to an alarming extent 
in some of our large commercial centres, and 
will, in all probability, be rapidly distributed 
from them as the temperature becomes lower. 
Vaccinauon and revaecination of all residents 
of your township is extremely impvertant, and 
may prevent uot only loss of lite, but the seri- 
ous ipterfererce to business which always ac- 
counpanics such an outbreak. 

Should an outbreak of small-pox occur, I re- 
spectfully call your atteution to the followi 
regulation adopted by the Lilinois State Boarc 
ot Heaith at its last meeting, on the Wth of Sep- 
tember, ult.: 

Uuder the authority conferred upon the State 
Board of Health by Sec. 2 of the State Board of 
Health act, it is ordered that, on and after Jan. 
1, IS8Z, the first cases of small-pox occurring in 
any county, towaship, tuwn, or city in this State 
be promptly reported to the board: also, the 
prevalence ef any epidemic, by the local bealth 
authorities, it being borne in mind that in 
counties where township organization exists, 
the ‘lownship Board is the Bourd ot Health, and 
in counties not under such organization the 
County Commissioners act in like capacity.

In cities, towns, and villages incorporated 
under the general law, the Boards of Health are 
appointed by the City, Town, or Village Council, 
by virtue of Sec, 62, item 76, Chap. 24, Revised 
Statutes. In cities, towns, or villages incorpo- 
rated under special acts, the charters creating 
them ordinurily provide who shall constitute 
the Board of Health, or how they shail be ap- 
pointed. 

In counties under township organization, the 
Supervisor, Assessor, and Town Clerk constitute 
the Board of Health for their respective town- 
ships, by virtue of Sec. 127, Chap. 15%, Revised 
Statutes. In counties not under township 
organization, the County Commissioners con- 
stitute the Board of Health far their respective 
counties, by virtue of their general powers to 
control and regulate the affairs and interests of 
the county. 

The State Board of Health have power to 
make such rules and reguiations as they may 
deem necessary for the preservation and im- 
provement of the public health by virtue of 
Sec. 2 of the act of 1577, creating the board, and 
under such authority may makearule requir- 
ing the local boards to report to them when con- 
tagious diseases occur within their respective 
jurisdictions.

*THURLOW WEED’S GONNECTION TO IT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New YorK, Oct. 25.—‘*Gov. Morgan’s 
declination will greatly embarrass President 
Arthur,” said Thurlow Weed, “and I do 
not know what he can do now. Gov. Mor- 
gan’s reason is singly his avefsion to assum- 
ing the labors of the position, because of 
his age and ill-health. He never consented 
to accept the place, but a number of his 
friends, including myself, thougbt that, if 
nominated and promptly confirmed, he 
would reconsider his former determina- 
tion. I did not lose hope until 
this morning, when he sent his 
declination. Gov. Morgan put Gen. Arthur 
on his staff years ago, and they have been 
very intimate ever since. I felt sure that 
their association in Washington would have 
given the Administration a good start, and 
have added strength to it. 

HE WAS AN ANTI-CONKLING MAN. 

The nomination was made in entire good 
faith by the President, although he had no 
intimation from Gov. Morgan that he 
would accept. l know this to 
be a fact. He hoped, as we hoped, that, 
after the nomination, the Governor could be 
prevailed upon to accept. Both his business 
partners were anxious that he should, and 
his business connections were no ob- 
stacle, for they could all have 
been settled within twelve hours. 
Mrs. Morgan, however, was anxious that he 
should not take work to which she feared 
his health was not equal, and her influence 
was very potent, for she is a strong woman. 
Gov. Morgan himself recommended and 
urged the appointment of 
GEN. HILLHOUSE, 

but the latter’s obligations to the trust com- 
pany organized recently, of which he is, or 
will be, President, made it impossible for 
him to accept the portfolio. The story is 
monstrous that the President appointed 
Gov. Morgan knowing that he would not 
accept, in order to make an opportunity for 
Mr. Conkling. Such a thought never oc- 
curred to him. As I have said, he hoped and 
believed the Governor would accept, and he 
has been grievously disappointed.”’ 

THE REFUSAL OF GOV. MORGAN 
caused general disappointment in financial 
circles. It was hoped that he had been pre- 
vailed upon to take the office, if only 
for a short period. At the same 
time it was conceded that, so far 
as he was personally concerned, he had 
probably acted wisely. His intimate friends, 
who had done all they could to persuade 
him to accept the position, were despondent. 

THURLOW WEED.

through a wire for illuminating crossing 
some telegraph wires. ‘I'he result was a fire 
in the signal-box. The machine of the box 
was destroyed, and .the wood-work of 
the pole charred. Monday afternoon 
Chief Bresman saw fire and smoke 
coming from the woodwork over the 
side entrance to the Germania Theatre, 
formerly Wallack’s, Thirteenth street. He 
found the wood-work of the arch over the 
side of the entrance of the theatre fired by 
the wire of the Electric Illuminating Com- 
pany, which led to the electric lamps in front 
of the theatre. An examination of the wire 
revealed that the defective insulating material 
around it had burned for a length of four 
inches, so that the bare copper wire a quarter 
of an inch thick rested on the sheet-iron 
which covered the top of the arch. 
This became red-ho and set fire 
to the wood. President Gorman said the 
question of laying electric wires so there 
should be no danger to buildings was a 
serious one. It had become necessary to in- 
struct firemen to be very careful in entering 
buildings where they may find wires conduct- 
ing great electric force. Were they handled 
when the insulating material is removed by 
fire or otherwise, the firemen would be dis- 
abled by the shock.

UNVEILED. 

THE MAGNIFICENT BRONZE FOUNTAIN PRE- 
SENTED THE CITY BY D. W. JAMES, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

NEw York, Oct. 25.~*A magnificent bronze 
drinking fountain, presented to the city by 
D. W. James, was unveiled in Union Square 
this afternoon.

THE HISTORY OF THE FOUNDATION, 
in the course of which the speaker, Mr. J. 
Leonard Corbin, said: “Iam not aware of 
any violation of confidence in informing you 
that the sculptor’s own wife and child 
stood for this bronze mother with the 
baby on her arm. It is true_ that 
the original model of the baby 
outgrew his proper size before the clay

SEVENTY-NINE ROUNDS. 


Two Young Pugilists Engage in a Prize 
- Fight near Weechawken—Both Sheock« 
ingly Distigured. 
New York Heraid, Oct. 24. 

Frank McGowan and Deiinis Lyons, both 
of this city, faced each other through sev- 
enty-nine hot rounds in a sanguinary 
prize fight in a field between Bull’s 
Ferry and Weehawken yesterday 
morning. McGowan is the son of the Fourth 
Ward pugilist of thatname. The fight had 
its origin in a meeting in a Fourth Ward 
saloon recently, in which MeGowan’s father 
was beaten by Lyons. The son thereupon 
challenged the victor to a contest, either in a 
room or according to the rules of the prize- 
ring, for $100 a side. Lyons accepted the 
challenge. 

At daybreak the ring was pitched, about 
two miles from Weehawken. Jack Gal- 
lagher, the pugilist, and Jack Boliver, a 
Fourth-Ward bruiser, seconded McGowan, 
and John Morris, better known as * Yorke,”’ 
the English pugilist, attended Lyons. At 
seventeen minutes past 7 o’clock a. m. the 
referee shouted, “Are you ready?’ and 
then called time. The pugilists promptly 
stepped up to the scratch. First blood was 
drawn by McGowan with a lefthander®on 


Lyons’ nose, and he got the first knock-down 
by planting a lett-hander on Lyons’ jaw and 
sending him to grass. 

Round after round was now fought, both 
a being either fought down or 
<nocked down. After twenty-seven rounds 
had been fought the faces of both were 
shockingly disfigured. Neither betrayed any 
willinzness to give up, and neither had gained 
any advantage. Lyons was the most scien- 
titic, behaving like one who had been fight- 
ing all his life. The¢wenty-eighth round 
ended in MeGowan’s Knocking Lyons down. 

Now a New Jersey constable arrived on 
the scene, and bade the crowd stop the fight. 
But they threatened him, and he demanded 
of the referee, “* What is this row?” “Only 
two fellows had a row over a girl, and they 
are fighting to see who shall have her,” was 
the reply. 

The fight went on, both McGowan and 
Lyons punishing each other terribly. On 
time being called for the sixtieth round both 
men were weak and hardly able to stand. 
The New Jersey Constable was still at the 
ring and enjoying the show. Seventy rounds 
were fought. Lyons’ eyes were both fast 
closing, and McGowan was frightfully pun- 
ished. Still neither would yield. 

Time was called for the seventy-ninth 
round, and it was an open question whether 
either man could reach the mark. McGowan 
staggered to the scratch, and it was all that 
Lyons could do to stand, so frightfully had 
he been punished. McGowan met him, and 
by the advice of his seconds forced the 
fighting. He planted a telling blow on 
Lyons’ damaged eye, and Lyons stag- 
gered and tried to retaliate. He failed 
in his effort and fell senseless to the ground. 
His seconds quieKly carried him to his cor- 
ner. He was unable to stand, and his face 
had been beatefi out of semblance to that of 
aman. His seconds tried to revive him, but 
the New Jersey Constable shouted, “ lle’s 
whipped, sure; don’t let him fight any 
more!” The sponge was thrown up, and 
McGowah was declared the Winner. The 
tight lasted one hour and twenty-seven min- 
utes.

We have received the following from a 
Canadian correspondent who has good op- 
portunities of knowing the state of opinion 
in many parts of the Dominion: 

“There are some political questions at 
which it is well to look sometimes from what 
may be called the positive point of view— 
that is to say, from the standpoint of an act- 
ual calculation of chances, quite apart from 
our own particular hopes, or fears, or wishes, 
or even from our own particular desire to in- 
fluence the event one way or the other. 
Among  suth problefis, few _—per- 
haps are more enerally misun- 
derstood in England an that which 
concerns the ultimate fate of the Canadian 
Dominion. Everybody who has watched the 
course of opinion in Canada closely for the 
past ten or fifteen years knows perfectly 
well that there has been steadily growing up 
a slow and tentative feeling in favor of union 
with the States. Time was when the Cana 
dians hated the very name of annex- 
ation, and when* they were all ‘loyal’ 
to an effusive and very demonstrative 
degree. So, in a way, they are still. 
A certain strong sentiment of personal at- 
tachment to the British Crown is deeply 
rooted in the average Canadian min‘. ut 
of late years another and more practically 
operative sentiment has also been growing 
up among ard-headed and business-

SEARCH FOR SUNKEN GOLD. 


Evidence that the British Frigate De 
Braak is Still at the Bottom of Delae- * 
ware Bay. 

WILMINGTON, Del., Oct. 2.—A special 
dispatch from Lewes to the Morning Newa, 
dated Saturday. mentions the fact that the * 
International Submarine Diving Company, 
organized two years ago by capitalists in 
Philadelphia to search for the De Braak, 
an English sloop-of-war, which - foun- 
dered in a storm off Lewes on June 10, 174, 
has discovered evidences of the missing ves- 
sel. According to papersin the possession 
of Samuel L McCracken, a pilot, whose 
grandfather was the only survivor and whe 
was engaged in piloting the vessel inte har- 
bor, about $5,200,000 in specie and jewels 
went down with her. The money was taken 
by the De Braak from an in 
Spanish fleet while on her way te 
Halifax, Entland, from a successful cruise 
on the Spanish Main. With the specie was 
taken 200 prisoners. When the vessel foun- 
dered the prisoners were in jrons on the low- 
er decks, and were all drowned. Capt 
James Drew, who commanded the vessel. and 
whose body was recovered two days after the 
disaster, lies buried in St. Peter’s Chureh- 
yard at Lewes.

THE quantity of lemonade that was ab- 
sorbed by Secretary Sherman and his coad- 
jutors just before the Chicago Convention 
explains the acid nature of certain of his 
publications at that time.

The common 
complaint that the Secretary was “cold” in 
his intercourse with political visitors is now 
explained. It was not he who was cold, it

-ing qualities were only temperary, soon giv- 


ing place to an agreeable titillation of the 
nervous centres. 
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THE simple and beautiful policy which 
certain advocates of the third term have 
marked out for President Arthur will not 
commend itself to the judgment of practical 
politicians. As outlined by Gen. Grant, the 
policy consists eutirely in proscribing the 
acknowledged majority of the Republican 
party. Mr. Blaine and _ his friends, for ex- 
ample, are to be invited to walk the plank at 
their earliest convenience. This would be 
revenge, from one point of view, but it would 
not be politics. Mr. Blaine went into the 
National Republican Convention with 2 
votes, having solid delegationsfrom Maine, 
Iowa, California, New Hlampshire, Rhode 
Island, Nevada, Nebraska, Delaware, 
Oregon, Michigan (save one vyote), a 
majority of New Jersey, Indiana, Kansas, 
West Virginia, nearly a third of the New 
York delegation, and a half of Pennsylvania. 
Ile had far more Repubiican State votes than 
Gen. Grant. He has twice been the leading 
eandidate of Republican States in the Na- 
tional Convention, has been Speaker and 
Senator, and is today one of the most con- 
spicuous Republicans in public life. The 
attempt to proseribe such a man might tem- 
porarily be revenge, but it would not be good 
politics. Even as revenge it might prove to 
be ‘short-sighted and ineilectual but the 
infatuated advocates of the third term/ are 
advising President Arthur not only to ostra- 
cise Mr. Blaine and his followers, but Mr. 
Sherman and his followers, Mr. Edmunds 
and his followers, Mr. Windom and his fol- 
lewers, Mr. Washburne and those who 
supported him in the National Conven- 
tion—in short, a two-thirds majority 
of the Republican party: Such astep could 
only result in making the political fortunes 
of Mr. Blaine. The whole opposition would 
consolidate about him, and, as reaction is 
equalto action and opposit in direction, the 
degree of his prominence would be exactly 
proportioned to the contumely visited upon 
him. Those who might be reluctant to sup- 
port Mr. Blaine for the Presidency on other 
grounds would be actually forced into it if 
he should be made the representative of the 
the late Administration and constituted the 
heir to the political fortunes of President 
Garfield. Practical politiciags see all this 
clearly enough; and it will be surprising if 
President Arthur is not to some extent 
guided by a knowledge of the circumstances 
in which he B placed. 

THE extracrdinary conversion of Senator 
Voorhees, of Indiana, to the high-tariff faith 
is commonly understood to be an early bid 
for a @#Wresidential nomination. Whether it 
has this ulterior motive oF not it is sufficient- 
ly ludicrous. It is the formal abandonment 
by a Democratic leader on behalf of his 
party of:a cherished and fundamental article 
of party belief. Mr. Voorhees alsoannounces 
his willingness to throw oyer the Democratic 
doctrine of opposition to subsidies and in- 
ternal improvements, which has, indeed, 
long been a barren ideality: and if he has 
any other loose articles of baggage. about 
him in the shape of pelitical principles he is 
willing to sacrifice them. It is clear that 
Mr. Voorhees intends to take the Demo- 
cratic party into action in 1554 stripped 
ot all superiluous ‘arments. He is, so 
tq speak, throwing over pontoons to the 
Republican side of the river so that all who 
feel inclined nay tome over without wetting 
the soles of their ed feet. While Repub- 
licans may appr@iate the accommodating 
spirit of Mr. Voorlees and their associates, 
they may be inclined to ask what induce- 
ments he has to offer to them to join the 
Democratic party. Ilis effort appears to be 
to believe everything ‘that the Republican 
party believes, but not to avow his opinions 
fully until after the election. The Demo- 
cratic parity has been a.consistent, though 
humble and unscrupulous, caup-follower of 
the Republican party for twenty-five years.

THE NEW “MAXIMUM” RAILROAD 
RATES IN ILLINOIS. 

In Monday’s TRIpUNE we called attention 
to the recently-issued sthedule of * max- 
imum rates”? adopted by the Illinois Board 
ot Railroad Commissioners for the govern- 
ment of the railroads doing business in the 
State of Illinois. The importance of the 
schedule is due to the fact that it becomes 
the law of the State on and after Novy. 10, 
1881, 

Those who are familiar with the past his- 
tory of the railroad law and of its adminis- 
tration under the Board of Commission- 
ers will remember that the first and 
only schedule of rates was issued in 1873, 
and the rates fixed by that schedule were 
never enforced by the Commissioners. Dur- 
ing the eight years’ existence of the commis- 
sion no attempt was made by the commis- 
sion to punish the companies tor viola- 
tions of the law. Complaints were at first 
universal, but, as the officers appointed by 
the State to protect the people did noth- 
ing in the premises, making complaints be- 
came a useless proceeding. Occasionally, 
however, some resolute citizen would ad- 
here to his demands for restitution, and 
when he could not otherwise be silenced the 
railroad company, by the advice of the Conm- 
missioners, paid the claim. The Commis- 
sioners tound this to be the most economical 
plan for the railroad companies to adopt. It 
worked somewhat thus: Out of 1,000 eases 
of extortion and unjust discrimination 800 
victims, despairing of any action by the 
fommissioners, made no complaints; in the 
other 200 eases the Commissioners, by in- 
action, delays, equivocatjons, and bluffing, 
were able to crowd out, say 190: and in the 
other ten cases the railroad companies, act- 
ing on the advice of the Commission- 
ers, compromised with the complainants 
by paying lem =6such sums as_ the 
Commissioner@ were able to induce the 
wronged pers@is to accept. The law was 
therefore executed by the Coinmissioners so 
that possibly in 1 percent of the cases of 
extortion the offending railroads made resti- 
tution. But the Commissioners this time 
took pains to avoid all complaints hereafter. 
They take the ground that the law compels 
them to makeonly ‘“‘maximum”’ rates, which 
means rates so excessive that mo railroad 
company will ever think of exceeding them. 
This willshut out all complaints of over- 
charge, and the Commissioners will in their 
next report be able to point to the fact of no 
complaints forovercharge. A correspondent 
writing to Tue Trreune in the interest of 
the Railroad Commissioners thus describes 
the pain and agonies which these officers 
have endured while incubating this sched- 
ule. He says: 

The Commissioners fravreled over a number of 
the principal roads, viscded places where the 
people most. loudly compiained of their treat- 
ment by the rnilroads, LISTENED paticutiy to the 
innumerable delegations, large and small, which 
Visitesl them, waded through an almost inter- 
minable amount of correspondence upon the sub- 
ject, and pondercd, figured, and worricd over, 
and dreamed about the many perplexing ques- 
tions involved in their task, the magnitude of 
which oppressed them for nontbs like a HORRID 
NIGHTMARE!!! 

Poor fellows! ‘Totake all this trouble 
when after all they had only, to accomplish 
the result actually reached, to request the 
Superintendent of any of the roads to send 
them down a schedule of the “maximum” 
rates which the roads would venture to ask. 
To escape the “ horrid nightmare” and reach 
the same resuit iless conscientious Commis- 
sioners would have taken the less laborious 
plan, and taken with it at the same time all 
that it was Worth. 

Jt should be remembered that this schedule 
applies only to roads in this State, and that 
Sv per cent of the transportation in this State 
is done in “‘ short” as distinguished from 
“long” hauls. The average hauls on the 
roads of Ililinois over any road within the 
jurisdiction of these Commissioners are less 
than 100 miles, and 150 miles will cover 
nearly the whole transportation in Lilinois. 
With this fact notorious to every one, the 
apologist for-the commission writes this 
nonsense: 

The Commissioners soon found themselves 
somewhat at variance upon many of the ques- 
tions which confronted them in their work, and 
especially upon the most serious one—the differ- 
ence that should exist between the rates ailowed 
for long hauls and short hauls. The popular 
idea bas been that if a railroad charged 20 cents 
per 100 pounds for a haul of 1,000 miles, the rate 
for a short haul should be but a little more than 
the rate per mile charged for the 1,000-miie haul. 
Nothing could be more erroneous or misleading 
than thisidea. When a raiiroad has once paid 
the cost of loading a car of freight and connect- 
ing it with a train, the distance which that car is 
hauled on that road thereafter cuts a very insig- 
nificant figure in the cost of its transportation. 
The terminal charges and expgnses, including 
the handling of freight, the switching of cars, 
and ali the work necessary before the haul com- 
mences and after it ends, cost more than the 
actual haul itself. AU of this terminal expense 
is the samo Whether the bau! be one of ten miies 
or WO miles. It isa misunderstanding of tnis 
Vital fact which coustantly produces’ friction 
between the railroads and the shippers. The 
latter are constantly instituting couiparisons 
between the rates, for instance, betwecn Chicago 
and the seaboard with the rates between Chi- 
nip and the interior points from which they 

As compared with a haul from Omaha to 
New York, that part of the haul through 
lilinots is compdratively avery short one, 
but it never S part of the long one. 
‘There are no i charges on that part 
of the route passing through Lliinois: Why, 
then, should the transportation company 
gompel the payment of 13 “cents per 100 


pounds for the transportation of corn for the 


200 miles of the route in Lllinois when the 
whole rate for the 1,800 miles from Omaha 
to New York is only 30 cents. 

The whole route of these roads governed 
by this schedule of rates is within the State 
of Iilinois. The “long” and the “short” 
hauls are both within this State. As we 
have stated, 150 miles will cover 80 to 90 per 
cent of all the hauls ‘in this State, and the 
average will be less than 100 miles. These 
Commissioners ignore the fact that there are 
40 Such special and extraordinary terminal 
esate incurred in starting out of Chicago 
with a long train, and dropping a car or two 
every twenty miles, as to compel the compa- 
nies to exact for transportation of corn in 
lilinois nearly two anda half times as much 
per ton per mile for seventy-five miles as 
the Commissioners allow for carrying 250 
miles. All these routes have their whole run 
within the State, and the great mass of ship- 
ments tind their destination in between fifty 
and 150 miles. Why should the Commission- 
ers have added largely to the rates within 
these distances and ostentatiously reduced 
them on distances over which but compara- 
tively a sinall proportionot business is done ? 
Practically these Commissioners have. in- 
creased the rates of transportation on eight- 
tenths of the business done on these Illinois 
roads and largely reduced them on the other 
two-tenth#f the business. These increased 
exfctions and tolls, it should be remembered, 
are additions to the rates fixed in 1573. 

We repeat what we said Monday, that this 
rotten. Board of Commissionersthave pub- 
lished as the law of this State a Traudulent 
and scandalous schedule of tolls to be ex- 
acted by the railroads of this State. The 
proceedings at the last meeting of the Legis- 
lature show that these Commissionegss were 
obstinately retained in oflice after their un- 
fitness and their neglect of their duty had been 
established, and in fact confessed. They 
were kept fora purpose and a design now 
apparent, and the people of the State may 
now read in this schedule proot of what that 
purpose and design was. When the time of 
reckoning shall come, the producers, and 
shippers, and consumers of Illinois will not 
fail to locate the responsibility where it be- 
longs, nor failto punish the fraud and rob- 
bery properly and proniptly. 


cbsr OF BUILDING TELEGRAPH LINES. 

The managers of the Union Mutual Tele- 
graph Company—the latest rivalof the West- 
ern Union—are disposed to lay great stress 
upon the exposure of the machinations 
whereby the Western Union people un- 
earthed the secret construction contract 
which the former corporation made. The 
fact seems to be that some person or persons 
interested in the Western Union management 
bribed an employe of the Mutual Union 
Company to procure a copy of the construc- 
tion contract. This may be admitted to have 
been a disreputable piece of business, and, 
in that light, it simply shows to what extreme 
measures corporations will resor(-—having no 
souls to save and no honorto guard—in order 
to gagn an advantage. But the terms of this 
constiipetion contract are in no wise changed 
by the met@®d which was employed to ob 
tain a copy thereof and to make it public. 
The Mutual Union people charge that the 
Western Union managers conspired to pro- 
eure this contract and make its terms known 
in order to injure the business of the new 
company, impair its credit, and influence the 
subscribers to the stock torefuse paymenton 
their subscriptions. All this may be true, 
but the fact remains that, if the contract 
were fair, its publication would not damage 
the new company nor have tbe eilect on the 
subseribers which the exposure was intend- 
ed to have. 

‘The manner in which the construction con- 
tract has been made public may be dis- 
missed as of no special concern to the public. 
The terms of that contract constitute the in- 
ter@&t of the whole affair. It appears that a 
construction company, under the firm name 
of John G. Moore & Co. (an inside ring), 
undertook to build 15,000 miles oL telegraph 
lines, and were to be paid therefor the enor- 
mous sum of $14,000,000—S4,500,000 in 6 per 
cent bonds and $9,500,000 in stock. ‘This pay 
is at the rate of nearly $1,100 a mile, which is 
about the same, it is said, as the capitaliza- 
tion of Western Union after frequent proc- 
esses of watering, and at least thrice as 
much as the work of construction ought to 
cost. If such be the fact, then it is manifest, 
without further investigation, that the new 
company has practiced gross deception upon 
the public, has obtained subscriptions under 
false pretenses, and proceeded from the start 
to defraud the subscribers to the stock. It 
wis represented that the new company had 
been organized for the purpose of an- 
tagonizing a dangerous monopoly; that 
its facilities would be provided at the 
very lowest cost; that it would thus be 
able to de telegraphing at rates far below 
those required to pay dividends on the 
watered stock of the Western Union; and 
that the competition it would thus provide 
would compel the Western Union to reduce 
its rates. All these objects would necessari- 
ly be defeated by paying to a construction 
ring double the actual cost of furnishing the 
necessary facilities for doing the business. 

The terms of the canstruction contract 
made by the Mutual Union Company will 
undoubtedly create the impression that it is 
apretty “‘watery’’? scheme. As the whole 
thing will be constructed for considerable 
less than the face of the bonds, it is rather 
difficult to see where the subscribers for the 
stock will have anything to represent their 
money. ‘The public has been deceived if it 
has been persuaded to give the new enter- 
prise its sympathy and encouragement un- 
der the promise that it would lead to low 
and permanent rates, asthe purpose mani- 
festly is to furnish fat contracts to 
the construction companies and vay 
such exorbitant prices for. constructing the 
lines as to prevent reasonable rates. 
Nor can it be doubted, under these 
circumstances, that there was an intention 


ultimately to force the Western Union Com- 


pany into buying up the competition after 
the subscribers to the new company had 
been squeezed by bears and the stock was in 
the control of aring. Thus the mission of 
the new company was, from the start, mere- 
ly to add at some near future time $14,000,- 
000 or more to the capital stock of the West- 
ern Union, upon which the public would be 
compelled to pay dividends in the shape of 
increased rates. The Western Union would 
gain nd new facilities which it needed; the 
public would be no bétter served, nor even 
so well, after another ‘‘consolidation’’; the 
money expended ostensibly for construction 
would pass into the hands of the projectors, 
and the business of telegraphy would bea 
worse monopoly than before. 

How long are these repeated efforts at 
what the Western Union calls “ blackmail” 
to be continued? Just so long as the Ameri- 
can people are willing to submit to them. 
Just so long as any one corporation is per- 
mitted to enjoy a monopoly of the telegraph 
business there will be a constant temptation 
to organize blackmailing schemes. a 
rapidly as One or more of the opposition - 


cerns are swallowed up by the giant monop- 


oly, after the manner of the Atlantic & Pa- 
cific and the American Union companies, 
others will start up with the hope and inten- 
tion of selling out, as their predecessors have 
done. The public will continue to submit to 
the same old game, and the Western Union 
Company will be compelled to absorb new 
competitors and water its. capital _steck ac- 


cordingly. The only beneficiaries are the 
speculators and schemers who get up the 
new companies, fleece the subscribers, make 
money out of the construction contracts, and 
finally sell out to the enemy. 

But what isthe remedy? Plainly, the as- 
scrtion by the National Government of its 
power and its right to own and manage the 
telegraph business of the country, as it now 
owns and manages the mail business of the 
country. There is no need of more than oue 
telegraph company. There is no economy 
in double or treble investments to do the 
business. Butit is necessary that the facili- 
ties should be free and equal to all, that they 
should be furnished to the public at the low- 
est possible cost, and that they should be 
protected from the manipulations of specu- 
lators. ‘These things can only be assured by 
Government control. Postal telegraphy is 
no longer an experiment. It has provided 
the maximum facilities at the minimum 
rates in England without being a charge 
upon the Government. 
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THE CONTINGENT MONEY GRAB. 

The report made to the Senate by the com- 
mittee appointed to examine the disburse- 
ments of the contingent expense account of 
the Treasury Department shows that that de- 
partment has been infested with a most 
luxurious crowd of swindlers, headed by 
one Pitney, illegally appointed custodian of 
the contingent moneys by ex-Secretary Sher- 
manand summarily removed by Secretary 
Windom for the very good reasun that there 
was no law for such an office in the Govern- 
ment, and consequently the aforesaid Pitney 
had no business to handle public moneys. 

Nevertheless, the interloper Pitney. did 
handle public moneys, and he handled them 
in a most remarkable manner, noteven keep- 
ing any books to show what kind or how 
much property was in his possession, Pitney 
had a genius for making the public money 
fly. He not only seorned accounts but 
spurned precautions. Ile was a favorit with 
tratlesmen, for he paid whatever was asked 
and was supremely indifferent whether the 
purchases were delivered, a peculiarity upon 
the partof a buyer which would delight the 
heart of any seller and make him yearn to re- 
tain his custom. Pitney’s genius was special- 
ly manifested in the direction of carpets. A 
prudent housekeeper objects to paying for a 
carpet more than once, and then usually 
growls at the price. Pitney was only happy 
when he could pay twice for them, and when 
one of his twice-paid sellers, Moses by name, 
was gotilied to make good the overcharge, 
not having the sense of honor of his great 
prototype, he returned an equivalent amount 
of an inferior article. Pitney’s genius ran 
in all sorts of odd directions, and one of its 
manifestations appeared in the transmuta- 
tion of various articles. He had an appro- 
priation for ice, and =5J0 of this appropriation 
was paid for fileholders. He had an appro- 
priation for gas, and S152 of it was paid out 
for candles. The ftileholders and candles 
never put in an appearance, but under 
Pitney’s skillful manipulation they suffered 
a sea change into something rich and 
strange. As Ilerfmann will deftly exhibit 
vour handkerchiefs which in the twinkling 
of an eye appear before you as lively doves 
or rabbits, so Pitney handled his fileholders 
and candles. J’resto, agrimento, change, and 
lo, lemons and sugar, and John Sherman, the 
Assistant Secretaries, and the Chief Clerks 
cooling their parched throats with the grate- 
fulbeverage. Again, amysterious cabalistic 
utterance and a wave of the magic wand, 
and lo, a sumptuous lunch “‘about the time 
of the Chicago Convention” destined as 
those fatal days went on to change to 
funeral baked meats. The under gentle- 
men state upon their honor that they paid 
for theit proportion of the lunch, from which 
we are led to infer that John Sherman, with 
Pitney’s assistance perhaps, was eating 
contingent fileholders and drinking con- 
tingent candies while the underlings did 
the square thing by paying for such 
extraordinary viands hooked from the pub- 
lic portable property out of their own pock- 
ets, Another little trick of Pitney’s was a 
very neatone. He had an appropriation for 
furniture, which included billiard-cloth for 
covering desks. At the same time the wagon 
drivers wanted overcoats. They did not go 
and buy overcoats like ordinary drivers. 
Why should they, when Pitney had billiard- 
cloth enough to put every oneof them in a 
suit of .polished green? But drivers in 
green would be quite too awfully utter, 
even in these esthetic days, and drivers 
in billiard-cloth might give rise to un- 
pleasant suspicions as to the sanity of the 
Treasury Department. This was ‘not a 
hard problem for Pitney. A man. who can 
turn fileholders into lemons, and candles 
into sugar, can easily enough turn billiard- 
cloth into common, ordinary overcoat 
stuff, and he did it. Pitney was aman of 
infinit possibilities. The other departments 
of the Governmentare presumably contented 
with Jockey Club soap and water for average 
toilet purposes. Why the Treasury Depart- 
ment should deem it incumbent to oil and 
curl itself like the Assyriay Bull does not ap- 
peer, or what there is in the custody of bonds 
and money that necessitates lavation with 
fluids less plebeian than water, but such was 
the case. ‘The Treasury’s toilet could not be 
made without bay rum, and again Pitney 
was equal to the emergency, for a barrel of 
the fluid was procured, and masqueraded 
about the building under the name of “ deo- 
dorized alcohol.”’ Considering the genius of 
Pitney in this line it is only remarkable that 
the department didmot daily dine upon sal- 
ads and champagne, and lave itself in rose- 
water ayd extracts of white rose and jacque- 
minot, evolved by his necromancy from 
candles and desk-covers. 
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Foxhall and Iroquois. 

The victory of the American 53-year-old colt 
Foxbail in the Cambridgeshire Stakes at New- 
market yesterday is, from a sportsman’s poirm 
of view, a more meritorious performance even 
than the winning of the Epsom Derby by Iro- 
quois, alsoan American representative. Both 
these borses are of the same age, and their suc- 
cesses on the British turf this season bave been 
simply phenomenal, and demonstrate beyond a 
doubt that in the matter of breeding race-horses 
this country leads the world. When Parole went 
to England, three ycars ago, and captured a 
large number of important turf events from 
fields comprising the best horses that Europe 
could produce, it Was argued that his case was 
an exceptional one—that he was an animal su- 
perior to any that this country had ever pro- 
duced. This year, however, Messrs. Lorillard 
and Keene have, with Iroquois and Foxhall, 
shown tho Britishers What these two Amer- 
ican coltscan conquer with ease anything of 
their age that dare oppose them, and that Fox- 
hall can also win races in w horses of all ages 
are permitted to start. Eafly in the season Fox- 
hall went to France and won the Grand Prix de 
Paris, the great French race for 3-year-olds, with 
ease, and four days previously the news bad been 
flashed ail over the worid that Iroquois had won 
the Epsom Derby. This would have been giory 
enough for one year, ®ut Iroquois followed his 
Derby success by winning the Prince of Wales 
Stakes at Ascot, the Newmarket Derby, and 
finally the great St. Leger Stakes, thus placing 
to his credit the five leading 3-yvar-old events 
of the season, and having been defeated a 
length only for the Two Thousand Guineas by 
Peregrine, a coit who was behind him two weeks 
later in the Derby. 

Although the victories of Foxhall are not as 
great in number as those of [roquois, his per- 
formances have been of a character that stamp 
him as fully the equal, if not the superior, of 
Mr. Lorillard’s voit. After winning the Grand 
Prix de Paris he did not start for some weeks, 
bug when be did appear the Grand Duke Michael 

Select Stakes were soon added to his list of 


| Victories, Next came the Cosarewitch, a handi- 


‘cap in which horses from 3 years old up 
started, and the American colt galloped away 
from fourteen of the best racers in Engiand witb 
ease, no horse being within ten lengths of him 
at the finish of the two-and-a-quarter 
mile course. By winning this race Fox- 
ball incurred a penalty of fourteen pounds 
for the Cambridgeshire, and this ad- 
ditional weight was deemed by the bet- 
ting men to completely extinguish his 
chances for winning that event, as it bad never 
been won by a horse carrying more than I?! 
pounds, while Foxhall’s weight was 126. Odds 
of 20 to 1 were at once offered agairst the 
American colt, and, to their credit be it said, 
freely ad@Gepted by several speculative New- 
Yorkers who had won large sums by Foxhbali’s 
victory in the Cesarewitch. On paper it looked 
as though the colt had not the slightest 
ch to win the Cambridgeshire. His 
weig was 126 pounds, tive pounds more 
than had ever been carried to victory 
by any borse. Lanercost, a 4-year-old, won the 
race in 1830 with 121 pounds, the highest weight 
ever carried by the winner. The bighest weight 
ever carried by a 33-year-old winner was Il4 
pounds—upon See-Saw, in 1568. It willbe seen, 
therefore, that Foxhall not only won with the 
bighest weight on record, but tgat his being only 
3 years old makes his performance still more 
wonderful. 

With the Cambridgeshire, the last of the great 
events of the season in England bas been run. 
The Americans have won ail the great 4-year- 
oid races ana the two ¢reat fall handicaps, and 
did it ail with two colts owned by dilferent 
men. Thiscountry bas reason to be proud of 
their achievements, and Messrs. Lorillard and 
Keene are eutiticd to praise for the pluck they 
have displayed in sending across the ocean at 
great expense stables of race-hourses that haye 
80 wortuily upheld the honor of this country. 

THE newspapers have poked a good deal 


of fun at the Rev. Mr. Talmage during the ely 


years or so that be bas been conspicuously be 

fore the public as a minister, and his eccentric 
method of deciamation has been made the sub- 
ject of so much comment that not a few people 
have come to regard the pastor of the Brooklyn 
Tabernacie as a sortof religious Harlequin who 
depended for his popularity upon grotesque ac- 
tions and sensational remarks while in the pul- 
pit. Although there is doubtless some truth in 
the charge that Mr. Talmaye affects sensation- 
alism,it is also true that be makes some very 
Sharp afd truthful remarks. Last Sunday he 
considered in his sagmon the charge that church 
attendance in this country was on the decline, 
and paid some attention to the mistakes made 
in the management of churches. Said Mr. Tal- 
mage: 

The trouble begins in the theological seami- 
naries. itis a sbame that some provision is not 
tmuade for aged ministers worn out iu the service 
of God. Burt, in the lack of such provision, the 
theological semipvaries are turned into Dospitais 
for sick, aged, and intirm miuisters. Wbheoa 
mun begins to go dowu they give bim the title 
of D. D., by way of restitution. [Laughter.] It 
that fails, the tendency is to elect him a Profes- 
sor ina theological seminary. Not being able 
to preach himself, be is set to teach otifers how 
to preach, In some cases the poorest speaker 
in the faculty is made Professor of Hlovution. 
We want men like Alexander, who could not 
only teil how to preach, but could go into 
the ee and, with thunders of eloquence, 
could show bow. What would you think of 
a faculty of uasuccesstul merchauts to train 
young merchgnis’? Some of these theological 
seminaries take a man and belp him, and square 
him, and mold him, and bore him, and twist 
him, until all the individuality is gone out of 
him, aod he is ongy a poor copy of his teacher, 
who was clected Decause he could not preach. 
We want loss dry wood in the theological semi- 
naries, and more flaming «vangelism. At the 
late General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Churches of the United States a clergyman, ac- 
customed to preach to a congregation of 200 
people in a room that would hold 1,500, was ap- 
pointed to preach asermon on “tiow to Leach 
the Masses.” 

After alluding to the perfunctory manner in 
which some preachers perform the duties of 
their oflice, Mr. Talmage continued: 

Sometimes the real trouble begins in the home 
circie as to which is the real child who ought to 
be consecrated to tne ministry. John is a bright 
boy, whods sharp at a bargain: he is madea 
merchan George bas remarkable cerebral de- 
velopment; make hima lawyer.

William is 
fond of sketching ships; make bim a shipbuild- 
er. But Aleck, who is not Very well, who has 
nota very good digestion, who. since the last 
melancholy time has had his spleen enlarged; he 
has a morpid way of looking at things. He will 
sit for anfhour looking at one figure in the car- 
pet. His language and manners are so mild and 
soft, so gentie, so effeminate, so heavenly, and 
he cries so easy. Make him a minister! [Great 
laughter. | 

Mr. Talmage may be sensational and unortho- 
dox, but he hasa fashion of teiling the plain 
truthina way that other ministers would do 
well to imitate. 
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WoMEN are proverbially credulons, and it 
is from them that the numerous so-called fort- 
upe-tellers that infest every large city derive 
the greater part of their revenue, and the 
amount that many of these humbugs are cua- 
bled to thus accumulate in the course of a few 
years would surprise most people were the truth 
known.

ALBANY, N. Y., Oct. 23.—John Walter. the 

proprietor of the Times of London, who, 

with his family, is hereon a visit to Mrs. 

John V. L. Pruyn, in a conversation with a’ 

Sunday Press representative said: * New 

York is a fine city. It is admirably built. Its 

elevated ruads are a great convenience, in my 

estimation. They have helped to increase 
the value of property up-town amazingly.” 

“Of course you know that great dissatis- 
faction has been expressed with the roads 
throughout the city?” 

“QO yes, that is true: but there are al- 
ways two sides to a question. | have heard 
justas many speak favorably of them as un- 
favorably.” 

“Do you think that they serve the public 
as well as the underground railroads in Lon- 
don?” 

“To a far greater extent. In the first 
place, you have better air, better light, and 
better service: and in the second, the uni- 
form cheap tariff demanded 
vasily superior to the London system. 
the underground roads at home the fares 
vary as much as on those above ground. 
course, each system has its merits and de- 
fects, but give me yours as a permaneucy.” 

“Can you tell me how London is supplied 
with water’ You are doubtless cognizant 
of the fact that New York is at present 
<5 3 Stirred up over its failing water sup- 


y. 

* Yes; and it is a very serious matter, to 
my mind. The sanitary condition and safety 
of every large city depend largely upon its 
water resources. In London we have 
the impure surface water of 
Thames and the New Rivers to 
rely upon beside the numerous filthy reser- 
volrs, 
have but one reservoir, which even at its 
greatest capacity is hardly equal to the de- 
mands upon it. The time will come, I think, 
when New York will draw its water supply 
from Lake Erie. I make this statement in all 
seriousness. Lake Erie is, I should say. about 
400 feet above the New York level, and a wa- 
ter supply from the lake is perfectly feasible— 
just as feasible, in fact, as.an Erie Canal. It 
would be expensive, | grant, but one year’s 
Saving in New York Cily jobbery woula, I 
am convinced, cover the entire cost [?] if 
contracted properly, of course.”

The Presbytery Sustain Two 
and Five Specifications, 


And Adjadge Him to Be Censured and 
Admonished. 


The Convicted Brother Takes an Appeal 
to the Synod. 


The Chicago Presbytery, sitting as a court for 
the trial of the Rev. J. H. Bournes, a member of 
the Presbytery, on various charges of dishonest 
and dishonorable conduct, met at the Burdiek 
House yesterday morning about 10 o’clock. In 
the absence of the regular Moderator, the Rev. 
Mr. McAtee presided, and opened the session 
witb prayer. Counsei on either side and the re- 
porters were then politely requested to retire, 
and the court proceeded to consider the evi- 
dence, the arguments, the law, ang the Book of 
Discipline. The deliberations were protract 
and a thorough discussion of the whole matter 
was had. About | o’clock the court took a 
recess for lunch, resuming the case at 3 p. m., 
and it was not until 5 o’clock that the 
session was declared open. At that hour 
the defendant, Mr. Bournes, the Kev. E. R. 
Davis, who has acted througbout as prosecutor 
in the case, and the reporters were admitted. 
The acting Moderator said a decision had been 
reached, and the Clerk, the Rev. Mr. Lamont, 
read the verdict as follows: 

The committee recommend tbe fo'!lowing 
minute as expressing the judgment of the Pres- 
bytery in the case of the v. James H. 
Bournes: Three of the specifications under the 
lirst Charge were nut sustained. Speciticauons 
1, 4, and 6 were sustained either in whole or in 
part, and the charge was sustained by a vote of 
» to Sustain, 2 to sustain in part—there being 3 
votes not to sustain. 

The two romepatiens under the second charge 
were sustained either wholly or in part, and the 
charge was sustained, there being I vote to sus- 
tain, o Votes Lo sustain in part, and 3 nut to sus- 
taiu. One member was excused from voting. 

The Presbytery, while entertaining botb of 
the charges and five of the specifications, find 
that the action of Mr. Bournes was attended by 
circumstances that seem to call for a modifica- 
ion ofthe judgment that might appear to be 
justified by the maim facts apart from their cou- 
nections. 

We therefore render judgment in the Cas¢ as 
follows: 

We conclude, in the light of all the evidence 
before us, that the accused has been gulity of 
several acts not consistent with the ministerial 
character, ani scarcely eaponasanee witb strict 
moral integrity. And although the offenses 
proved were not in the circumstancos so gross 
as torequire suspension from the ministerial 
ollice, we deem itour duly to adopt a sentence 
of censure upon our erring brother and to ad- 
monish bim, through the Moderator, to guard 
against the appearance of like offenses in the 
future. (Sigued) ,

The Rev. Dr. Patterson said that Mr. Bournes 
had tbe right to appeal, and should be granted 
time, if be so desired, in which to decide whether 
he would avail himself of his right or not. 

Mr. Bournes arose and said that he asked no 
time for consideration. He most emphatically 
would present to the Synod his appeal froma 
sentence so unjust tohim. He acknowledged 
that he had sinned, and 

COME SHORT OF THE GLORY OF GOD, 
but in view of the fact that the Presbytery had 
entertained and approved these most damaging 
charges against bis character he would certainly 
appeal to the next meeting of the Synod. 

This left nothing for the Presbytery to do but 
approve the minutes and adjourn. Something 
of a “kick’’ was made about giving the actual 
verdict to the reporters (all of whom had it al- 
ready) and Dr. Davis improved the opportunity 
by saying that he thought the finding was a re- 
markably easy one for Bournes, who certainty 
ought not to object to its publication. The Pres-

miso onal of Russia, beside having brought bim 
intoa closer contact with great masses of his 
subjects, has a deep political significance. His 
majesty’s visit bad been paid to places which 
are glorious in Russian history and memorabie 
for the Romanoffs. It was the famous defense 
made by the Froitsko Sergievsky Laura that 
raised the spirits of the Kussian people in ISI. 
It was at Nijni-Novgorod that the voice of 
Buteber Minin was first heard summoning 
representatives from the whole country to 
Muscow to save Russia. It was at Moscow 
that the representatives assembled in the 
Zemsko Sobor (land assembly,” or national 
council) and elected the first Romanoff to the 
Czar’s throne. It wasat Kostroma that the first 
Czar of the reigning family yielded to the re- 
quest ot the delegates of the assembly and con- 
sented to become Czar. It was at Yaroslav that 
Micbael Fedorovitch was first received as Czar 
of all the Russias. 

The election of the house of Romanoffs to the 
Czar’s throne, 268 years ago, was an event which 


Philadel- | 


is unique and beautifully characteristic of the 
Kussian people. It took place without violence 
or maehbinations. It was the result of an urgent 
need universally felt after a severe trial. It 
was accomplished unanimously, as if it had been 
inspired from above. It fully answered to that 
coneord of the supreme powerand the peuple, 
that union between the sovereitn and the coun- 
try, which the Siavophiles regarded as the basis 
of our state. 

When, after a three years’ interregnum, Mos- 
cow bad been taken by the uational militia, 
and Sigismund, King of Poland, bud been forced 
to retire, came the time tor the election of the 


Czar. An edict had been sent to all the cities 
and towns inviting the peuple to elect repre- 
sentatives and send them to Muscow.

On the next day the members formed a proces- 
sion, took the boly images, and went to the 
Ipatievsky Convent, where Michael was living 
with his mother. Michael and his mother came 
out of the convent to meet the sacred proves- 
sion. But when the committee aad told its er- 
rand Michael “answers with great anger, and 
cried that he did not want to be « Czar.” His 
mother, Martha, added that she would not send 
her biessing with her son if be took the tbrone. 
Both of them at first refused to follow the 
procession into the church. At last they 
cousented to enter the church and to 
hear what the peopie’s representatives had to 
telithem. The committee handed to Michael 
their commission from the assembly and acliv- 
ered the address intrusted to them. Martha 
said that her son was not yet of age, and added: 
‘** In Muscovite State the people of all classes be- 
came shallow-souled according to their sins: to 
their former sovereigns they used to swear alle- 
giance, but never served them faithfully.” The 
delegates, from 3 p. m. to 9 p. m., were on their 
knees beseeching Michael and Martha, but 
Michael persisted in bis refusa!. Then the 
Archbishop threatened bim and his motuer with 
the wrath of God in case the country should be 
destroyed. At this threat son and mother yieil- 
ed, saying that they submitted to God’s just and 
inscrutable decrees. Martha gave her biessing 
tu ber son; Michael received the staff from the 
Srey and gave to all present his hand to 

Several months passed, but the Czar did not 
appear at Moscow. The Assembly again scot 
delegates to him urging bim to come to the Cap- 
ital. There were many circumstances that de- 
tained him. The time was full of seditions, 
highway robberies were every-day occurrences, 
and beside, Michael had no money to cover the 
expenses of the journey. He left Kostroma on 
March 19, and on the 23d arrived at Yarosiavi. 
He stopped at the Sergieveky Laura, and on 
April 2 entered his Capital. It wasSunday. All 
Moscow went to meet the new Czar. At the As- 
cension Catbedrai a soiema te deum was per- 
formed, and the Czar admitted the people to 
kiss his band. On July 11 he was anointed and 
cruwned. On that day he Created Prince Pojar- 
sky, Chief Commander of the National Militia, a 
Boyard, and the butcber Kosman Mivin, a uobie- 
man. A bard time was before the new Czar. 
The treasury was quite empty, and before the 
coronation the Czar and the clergy, in behalf of 
the Assembly, uested the rich family of 
Stroganoff * to lend money, breadstuff, fish, salt, 
cloth, and other goods in order to bring about 
Christian peace and quiet." 

More than two centuries and a half tave 

assed since then. If in Russia now as it was 
n 1614, there are many “shaliow-souled” per- 
sons; if “thieving machinations” are going on, 
and if at times the treasury becomes empty, we 
hope that there is still the same patriotic spirit 
that at the beginning of the seventeenth cen- 
tury saved the country from a sure peril, liber- 
ated it from the foreigu yoxe and from internal 
seditions, and organized a strong government 
corresponding -to the national wants and ideas. 
We believe that there will be found enough 
men, “good, strong, and wise,” who will assist 
the sovereign to settle our troubles. The com- 
mon sense of our people and their loyalty tothe 
supreme wer were plainly shown in that 
hearty weicome which has been tendered to the 
Ozar everywhere he went. 


MISTAKEN FOR A BURGLAR. 


Van Bibber Tells How He Came 
to Shoot His Wife. 

Andrew Van Bibber, of Cincinnati, testi- 
fied before Coroner Rendigs, of that city, on 
Friday, and related how he came to shoot his 
wife, Susannah Nancy Van Bibber, aged 29 
years. Ile said: 

* 1 was born in this city in November, 1843 
Was married to Susannah Nancy McArthur 
in February, 1873. On Thursday night last 
returned home at 7:45 o’clock. Wanted de- 
ceased to go to the Exposition with me, but 
she heard me say it was meeting night for 
the Grand Army of the Republic, and told 
me to go and see the boys, and 
we would go to the Exposition the 
next night. The night was dark, and 
windows and shutters were rattling. 
Returned in an hour; found my wife very 
uneasy: said she had been so all the even- 
ing. Shesaid Mr. Ross had called, sent by 
Mr. Ludlow, to have us _— them at the Ex- 
position. Deceased said she answered the 
bell, and found Mr. oss. Shut the door 
too soon; perhaps offended him. Said she 
heard a back door open as she closed front 
door. I paid no attention to her uneasiness. 
We passed a most pleasant evening. 
She read meastory. We retired at 11 p. m. 
l was awake perhapé an hour. Heard a 
door softly opening. I listened a moment: 
decided not to awaken deceased, and slipped 
out of bed as gently and quietly as | could. 
There was no light. Il went to the desk at 
the foot of the bed to look tor my pistol. 
Some things had been packed in a drawer, 
and | had difficulty in findimg it, and went to 
her side of the bed to ask her, but did riot dis- 
turb her, and went back to look again. This 
time l found the pistol. 1 stepped in the 
sitting-room. Found the door, which IL had 
locked and bolted, wide open, e 
gas on the floor below turned on full. I felt 
the socket which the bolt sheots into, and 
found it was loose. Never noticed this be- 
fore. It looked like a former attempt at 
burglary. When the doors were open and 
gas turned on went back to to tell 
my wife, but thought it a shame to wake her, 
and for the third time turned back without 
disturbing her. I supposed my wite was in 
bed. I heard a noise down-stairs. Thought 
it burglars. ‘Thought they had heard me and 
would escape. I went to the front window, 
leaned out to fire upon them as they passed 
out of the front door; was at the windowa 
half minute, and looked back and saw that the 

as below was turned off. I decided the burg- 
ars were in the house, and started toward 
the hall door to go down-stairs. When half 
way across the reom I suddenly saw some- 
thing indistinet appear at the door. The 
room was very dark and the hall still darker. 
I could not see shape or form, it was 
so dark, but was sure something 
was there, and I aimed and fired. Susie’s 
voice said, ‘Oh, Andrew, you have hurt me 
so bad,’ and I knew what I had done. I 
instantly lighted the gas in the sitting- 
room, ran to my wife, assisted her to the 
bedroom, turned on the gas, saw the wound, 
and told her of it. Did not think the wound 
dangerous; she did not faint. 1 left her 
there and went for a surgeon, as no one else 
was there. Before going for the doctor Sasie 
told me how it happened; said she had got- 
ten out of bed gently so as not to wake we. 
She had put out the gas down stairs, come up 
stairs, and had gone into the little room (for 
some purpose) at the head of the stairs, and 
had just come out to enter the ‘sitting-room. 
She saw me running across the room from 
the window toward the door with my pistol, 
and she was frightened; said I looked dan- 
gerous, and that she tried to spring back into 
the little room: said, * Why yourcom—? was 
going to say, * Why are you coming ?” I fired 
simultaneously just as she began to speak, 
and did not hear her. I never was jeal- 
ous of my wife. She was a perfect lady. 
My wife and | thought the wound was not 
fatal, and she especially charged me not to 
let either her mother or mine know of it, for 
she said it would worry them to death. I 
wrote to her brother the fuil particulars, tell- 
ing him of her request. 1 also wrote fully to 
Dr. Whittaker, also to Mrs. Jenkins.” 

The Coroner rendered a verdict to the effect 
that Mrs. Van Bibber came to her death at 
the hands of her husband, but he was unable 
to determine from the testimony whether the 
shooting was done accidentally or otherwise.

The Effort to Collect Higher Fares. 

New York, Oct. 25.—The Times Wednesday 
morning publishes the following: 

C. K. Lord, General Passenger Agent of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, said the Pennsyl- 
vania Road had led the Vanderbilt system a 
chase, and would now put prices back up where 
they belonged, leaving the other lines to follow. 
Lord thought war was at an end, and he antici- 
pated that iu a short time the rerular rates, $21 
from Boston to Chicago and $20 from New York, 
would rule on all lines. He felt sure that tickets 
would not reach the war rates again. The 
ticket-brokers, or “ scaipers,’’ did an immense 
business yesterday. People seemed to think 
the war was over, and that if they did not buy 
tickets yesterday they would not have 
another chance. No tickets were sold over the 
Pennsylvania and Baltimore & Obio, except to 
people who desired to stop olf at some point and 
sell their tickets to others going further west. 
Erie and Grand Trunk tickets were sold aimost 
exclusively, as the passengers were not required 
to pay full fare and receive a rebate at the end 
of the journey. The Central & Hudson col- 
lected $20 with the stipulation that it was to 
give back $13 in Chicago. The New York Cen- 
trai will put up its rates to correspond with 
those of the Pennsy!vania and Bai/timore & Ohio 
today, and it is highly probable the Erie and 
the Grand Trunk will follow suit at once. Tick- 
éts to Cincinnati will be the same as to Chicago.

They said their commissions would 
be increased, and while their sales might 
not be as large, they would make more money. 
One scalper bad on hand a large quantity of 
tickets he bougat before the last decline, and 
hoped now to tind an opportuity to sell them 
without loss. Another bougnt 310,000 worth of 
tickets, limited to one month and ionger, which 
he expected would prove a profitabie invest- 
ment when the regular rates were restored. 
Among railroad officers the only theme dis- 
cussed yesterday was the action of the Pennsy!- 
vania and Onio roads in advancing rates, and 
the general impression seemed to be that ruin- 
ously low figures would not be reached awain. 
The Erie and Western connections were ad- 
vising yesterday as to advances. They are over- 
crowded with business, and bave a far less 
number of cars at their disposal 
than traffic demands, and they announce that 
they are practically competied to put up rates. 
The increase will probably be reported today, 
and it is likely to be 15 cents on grain and 4% 
cents on provisions from Chicago to New York. 
A prominent officer of the Central & Hudson Road 
being asked whether the action of the Pennsyl- 
vania and Baitimore & Ohio Kailroad Companies 
in doubling rates to Chicago from New York and 
Boston did not mean that the long strugyle for 
through business was drawing to a ciuse, an- 
swered: 

“ No, sir; Ido not think the war on passenger 
rates is at an end.’’ 


The Bostonians Surprised atthe Ad- 
vance in Kates. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
Boston, Mass., Oct. 25.—Considerable commo- 

tion was caused among railroad men in Boston 
by the dispatch announcing that the rates from 
Boston to Chicago by way of the Pennsylvania 
Road bad been raised to $15, and the rates from 

New York to Chicago placed at 14. This is gen- 
erally regarded as an indication that all the 
roads willvery soon raise their rates to some- 
thing like old paying tigures. All the lines nave 
become thoreughiy sick of the prolonged con- 
test over rates, and the end of the 

Struggie has been long felt to be 

mereiy a question of time and of 
circumstances. From Boston the Pennsyivania 
Road has carried a very smail number of pas- 
sengers during the summer, and the insignificant 
size ot the business bas been rather gratifying 
than otherwise to the officers, owing to the pe- 
culiar embarrassments under which the road 
bas labored in carrying passengers from Boston 
to New York. The action of the road was a 
surprise to most raiirv»d men in Boston, and 
even the Officers of the roud bere received no in- 
timation of the change until today, and then not 
in official form. The vld rates were still charged 
this afternoon, but probably the official potice 
will be received and the new rates charged to- 

morrow morning. The surprise of the other 
roads,and the maintenance of their old rates, 
sufficiently shows that the new schedule is not 
the basisof a general agreement, though it is 
believed to foreshadow a quick return to bigh 
rates. Itis very probable ‘that the New York 
Central will soon raise its rates from New York 
and the Boston & Aibany from Boston to points 
in the West, and that the Hoosac Tunnel Route 
will doubtiess follow  guit. What the 
Erie and the Grand Trunk Lines 
will do not yet decided. They 
will not, of course, continue to carry passengers 
at the present low rates, but they may refuse to 
enter into auy ew agreement for the resto- 
ration of high fares. The Grand Trunk bus al- 
ways ciaimed the right to charge a differential 
rate of less thau is charged by the shorter 
lines to Chicago. Without any regard to the ac- 
tion of the Grand Trunk, the latter will be at 
liberty to fix any rate they choose. In this sense 
the present posture of affairs is ciaimed 
as a victory for the Grand Trunk 
Road, which went into the fight 
to secure fixed and satisfactory rates. The Erie 
Road has recently charged $10 from Boston to 
Chicago without rebate. It will probably raise 
its rate, but whether it wil! at present make 
any determined efforts to establish a larze busi- 
ness is somewhat doubtful. The next two or 
three days wili witness some caoanges in rail road 
rates which will be disappointing tu peopie who 
have relied upon the’ continuance of the pres- 
ent low rates to make a holiday trip to Chicago. 


The Vanderbilt Roads Again Advance 
Their Passenger HRates and Outline 
Their Policy. 

As announced in yesterday’s Trrsune the 
Pittsburg & Fort Wayne this morning put 
into effect the new passenger rates—%14 to New 
York and $15 to Boston without rebate. The 
Baltimore & Ohio put the same rates into effect, 
which shows that THE TRIBUNE was correct in 
stating that the Baltimore & Ohio and the 
Pennsylvania would act as a unit against 
Vanderbilt. The Vanderbilt roads when they 
learned that the Pennsyvania had changed its 
program of the day before and made a still 
further advance, also changed their program, 
and wade a still further advance which is to go 
go into effect thismorning. They wit! sell re- 
bate tickets for $0.25 net to New York and £10.23 
net to Boston instead of $7.25 to New York 
and $5.25 to Hoston as announced the 
day before. The Vanderbilt roads have 
now outlined the policy which they mean to 
pursue hereafter aguinst the Pennsylvania in 
the passenger war. hatever rate the l’enn- 
sylvania makes to Boston they will take, and de- 
duct $5.75, and make the balance the net rute 
to New York. ‘Thus, as the Pennsylvavia 
charges $15 to Boston, the Vanderbilt roads de- 
duct $5.75, which is the rate from New Yur to 
Boston, making the net rate to Now York §.25, 
and $10.25 to Buostou via Troy and Albany. ‘This 
sbows that Vanderbilt means to keep up the 
fight until the Pennsylvania ceases to take pus- 
sengers to Boston at the same rate as he tukes 
them to that point via Troy and Aibany. When- 
ever the Pennsylvania concedes this point Van- 
derbilt is ready to stop the passenger war, und 
not sooner. 

What the Pennsylvania is driving at in making 
so large an advance independently has not yer 
been revealed. It is evidently making experi- 
ments to find out what Vanderbilt's real objects 
are. Some think its principal object was tuscecure 
a fairrévenue on the Washington business, which 
will be beavy when Congress meets. O-her; 
think that it means to run ligntn:ng trains, and 
thus secure a share of the busiuess even at 
higher rates. The New York Central people, 
however, state thatif the Pennsylvania makes 
faster time than it does now they will do the 
same. 

The Grand Trunk continues to sell tickets as 
heretofore, and takes nv notice of the duings of 
the other roads. Its rates are stili $5 to New 
York and Boston and $5 to Buffalo, and it also 
continues to sell round-trip tickets to Boston 
for $10,and to Buffalo for $10, good for thirty 
days. In consequence of the advance in rates 
on other roads the Grand Trunk is again doing 
& rushing business, and its office was crowded 
ali day yesterday with people anxious to avail 
themselves of its low rates to Eastern points. 


The Kansas City Imbroglio—A Question 
of Veracity. 

Yesterday’s Kansas City papers contain the 
foliowing letters from Mr. James Chariton, Gen- 
eral Passenger and Ticket Agent of the Chicago 
& Alton, regarding the difficulty between the 
Alton and the other roads leading east from 
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ansas City, and which has engendered more 
bad biood aanene some of those interested than 
any previous coqurrence of the kind among the 

s City roads: | 

"Sasoseo.' Oct. 22.—THE CHICAGO TriBuNE of 
this morning prints some corres ndence — 
the Mayorof Kansas City and Mr. Hooper, 0 
the Hannibal & St. Joe, in which the Mayor asks 
Mr. Hooper if he did not at the Chicago meeting 
of lines termiual in Kansas City make 
a statement in substance as follows: “ That 
the Mayor of Kansas City was guilty 
of lying and in collusion with the Alton 
Kailroad, and that be (Mr. Hooper) was 
able to prove it.’ Mr. Hooper declines to ao- 
swer this question on the ground that it “would 
raise the question of veracity between Mr. 
Chariton and himself and would fail to satisfy 
the Mayor,” and refers the Mayor to four gen- 
tlemen whom Mr. Hooper names and describes 
as “disinterested parties.”” It merely illustrates 
Mr. Hooper's lack of precision and confirmed 
looseness of statement when he carelesly, reck- 
lesiy, or ignorantly describes these gentiemen 
as “disinterested parties."” There were other 
three “disinterested parties” present at the 
meeting to whom Mr. Hooper does not refer. 
Perhaps Mr. Hooper bas omitted them from bis 
references not feeling sure how they would vote 
on the question. It also illustrates Mr. Hoopors 
lax and irrelevant methods when he refers to 
me whom the Mayor did not name, iustead of to 
Mr. Bowes, witom the Mayor did name, and to 
se quotation from Mr. Hooper the Mayor re- 
Tok. 1 have not yet printed nor published any- 
Hooper has said about 
the Mayor. Why, then, does be nhame 
me instead of Mr. Bowes? Did his troubled con- 
science inspire this blunder, as weil as forebode 
the result of my reappearance in this contro- 
versy? He is vividiy conscious of what I shall 
have tosay,if compelled to speak, as he con- 
tesses, with involuntary candor, that in the 
event of the issue of veracity being joined his 
answer will fail to satisfy the Mayor. On this 
oint lam in perfect accord with Mr. Hooper. 
le came to Chicago and made an atrocious 
statement about the Mayer, and bas crept back 
to Kansas City to crawl out of it, andsucha 
itiabie exhibition must fail to satisfy any 

hever or any man. 

It is Mr. Hooper's blame that I take up this 
question again, and be will be sorry for it, all 
the same, that he will be sure to bluster to 
somebody, who will not believe him, that he 
does pot “care the snapof his finger what I 
say.” Mr. Hooper is in the position of the boy 
who got spanked and whimpered that he did not 
care, but he did care, and so does Mr. Hooper, 
and neither small boy nor Mr. Hooper desire to 
bave sucb operations repeated. 

It will refresh Mr. Hooper's memory, and also 
the memories of the “disinterested parties " to 
whom he refersif [ restate here part of what 
took piace at the Chicago meeting. I made the 
statement that if ever Mr. Hooper was prepared 
to charge thatthe Mayor of Kansas City was 
guilty of lying, and was in collusion with us, 
which I though Mr. Hooper would not venture 
to do, that even in that extreme and utterly im- 
probable case we could not be found guilty 
under the agreement. Mr. Hooper's response was 
giib, prompt, and coarse, and asif be had been 
lying in wait for such achance. It was in sub- 
stance that what | had said that he would not 
venture to charge, was just what he did charge 
against the Mayor, and that the Mayor had lied 
about this, and had been in collusion with us, 
and he (Mr. Hooper) was prepared tv prove it, 
and had witnesses to prove it, and he then pro- 
ceeded with his narrative of tbe transactiun in 
support of this charge against the Mayor. 
Mr. Hooper's narrative included a full report 
in the completest detail, of bis interview with 
the Mayor in which, in the Gospel according to 
Hooper, he corraled the Mayor, and illustrated 
by gestures, and described in his peculiarly 
classie style, how “the Muyor scratched his 
head, as a man would do when he felt himseif 
cornered.”” Surely Mr. Hoooer cannot have for- 
gotten ail this, and kindred illustrations and 
statements, which he begged his audience to 
accept on his honor until be could briag up his 
witnesses to his support. ‘ 

[replied to Mr. Hooper: “Mr. Hooper now 
charges the Mayor of Kansas City with lying 
and with collusion with us. Ll understand that 
he has made this charge once before, and that 
he afterwards ate his words. He now repeats 
the charge in what he presumes to be compara- 
tive safety, 500 miles away, and | predict that in 
due course he will be prepared to eat his words 
again. Weshall take care, sir, that the Mayor 
of Kansas City shall know that Mr. Hooper bas 
repeated this charge against bim here.” 

it is rather amusing to observe how Mr. Hoop- 
er now shrinks from approaching a topic which 
he leaped at witb alacrity in the meeting in Chi- 
cago, and on which be expressed bimseif as defi- 
antiy and as elaborately as be appeared to be 
able todo. His effort was generally an attempt 
to convey the very strong impression that he 
would feel it to be part of his duty on his return 
to Karsas City to deal with this question of the 
Mayor from his—Mr. Hooper’s—point of view, 
and any oue who heard him, and did not know 
him well enough, would have been quite pre- 
pared on bis return to Kansas City for the em- 
panetling of a committee of investieation, and 
the production of witnesses, and the utter over- 
wheiming of the Mayor by Mr. Hooper's auda- 
cious eloquence, and the overpowering testimo- 
ny of his “cloud of witnesses.” 

Even if Mr. Hooper has forgotten what he said 
himself, it may be within the hmits of possibil- 
ity for him to remember what | said to him, how 
I repeated his language to him again and again, 
and called bis aitention to it, and warned him 
about it. and commented on such a method of 
crawling out of a difficulty with us, by insulting 
a gentleman on wbom the highest civic dignity 
bad been conferred by the sufirages of his fel- 
low-citizens. Mr. Hooper may possibly remem- 
ber my telling him that he would not question 
the word of the Mayor, nor go back on auy ar- 
rangeuient made with him, but that we could 
afford to leave to Mr. Hooper that short and 
easy method of temporarily evading a ditliculty 
by insulting the Mayor of the largest city on the 
line of bis road. 

Mr. Hooper repeats himself. A Kansas City 
newspaper reporter interviewed him earlier in 
this history and recorded Mr. Hwuoper’s views, 
which the latter afterwards, in cooler moimnents, 
found it convenient to revise. Befgre that time, 
Mr. Hooper, in the presence of others, fiercely 
and imperiously instructed his ticket agent not 
to hovor any more orders of the Mayor. This 
may bave been modified after it was found out 
that we would not jein him in his angry cru- 
sade, nor permit ourseives to be involved in any 
such controversy. Will Mr. Hooper state plain- 
ly whether the ground on which he issued his 
autocratic Inandate to bis agent was not in sub- 
stance the charge which Mr. Hooper made in the 
Chicago meeting against the Mayor? This charge 
made by Mr. Hooper was referred to more than 
once, and was gone over again and aguin, and 
at great length, and however treacherous Mr. 
Hooper's memory may be, it will certainly bea 
curious freak if all the “ disinterested parties’”’ 
who were present have memories equally as 
treacherous as Mr. Hooper's. in such a case it 
will be an absolutely necessary precaution in 
future when any one goes into a meeting with 
such “disinterested parties" to go accompanied 
by witnesses. I am not, however, prepared to 
believe that chese * disinterested parties” have 
s0 completely forgotten what occurred, and 
shall await the resuk of the appeal to them 
with some remnants of faith pot unmixed with 
curiosity. 

The originator of this personal question is al- 
together tuo trivial a person to make his rash 
and angry statement of any particular value. 
It is hardly worth while to occupy the time of 
the public longer with it, or for the Mayor or 
any one else to attach any importance to it, or 
to take any further notice of it. No one but 
Mr. Hooper would have been foolish enough to 
make it, and pnoone but Mr. Hooper would be 
credulous enough to believe it.

Association — The Lake Shore and 

Pennsylvania Refuse to Join. 

The (jeneral Freight Agents of the roads west 
of Buffalo, Pittsburg, Wheeling, and east of 
Chicago and St. Louis, held an adjourned meet- 
ing yesterday at the Grand Pacific Hotel for 
the purpose of completing arrangements for 
the formation of an organizanon which shall 
insure the weighing and way-billing of all car- 
lot freight at actual weight, similar to the West- 
ern Weighing Association. 

The meeting was well attended, twenty-three 
roads being represented, not inciuding the 
roads in the Western Association, most of 
which were also represented. Mr. R. M. Frazer, 
who presided at the Cleveland meeting, again 
occupied the chair, and Mr. Frank Snow acted 
as Secretary. ; 

Commissioner Midgley stated that in accord- 
ance with the request made at the Cleveland 
meeting he had sent to the various roads in the 
territory above named copies of ‘ the agreement 
of the Western Association and a copy of the 
proceedings of the Cleveland meeting. He hoped 
these papers had given them an opportunity to 
become familiar with the workings of the 
Weighing Association, and that they were now 
prepared to act definitly on the proposition to 
extend the system in operation west of Chicago 
and St. Louis to the territory east of those 
cities. Mr. E. P. Ripiey, of the tsur- 
lington, Mr. J. T. Sanford, of the Rock 
Island, Mr. H. Tucker, of the Illinois Central, 
and Mr. C. G. Eddy, of the Northwestern, made 
statements showing the benefits derivel from 
the Western Association, the practicability and 
success of the system of weighing carload 
freight at initial points of shipment and the 
profits nade by doing so. One of these gentle- 
wen stated that his road alone had made $100,000 
since the adoption of the system about a year 


ago. 

When the question of forming an association 
was put to a vote it was found that all the roads 
within the territory named voted in its favor, 
with the exception of the Penuosylvania Com- 
pany’s Lines and the Lake Shore & Michigan 
Southern. The representatives of the latter 
roads stated that they voted against the propo- 
sition because their managers were not yet 
ready togive their consent for joining such an 
organization. Still they thought it might be pos- 
sible that their roads would join ata future 
time. The refusal of these roads to join in the 
formation of such an association made it im- 
possible to put the system into effect now, but 
it was decided by the other rvads to go ahead 
and form a Middle States Kailway Weighing As- 
sociation, the orgapization to be put into effect 
when the roads not now willing to join get ready 
to come into the fold. The foliowing committee 
was appointed to recommend a plan of organ- 
ization: C. 38. Wight, Baltimore & Ohio; J. A. 
Grier, Michigan Centrai; Edgar Hill, Cleveland, 
Columbus, Cincinnati & Indianapolis; J. M. 
Johnson, Chicago, Indianapolis, St. Louis & Chi- 
eago; and M. Knight, Wabash, and report to the 
meeting at Jp. m. 

At the appointed time the committee made 
their appearance, and recommended the adop- 
tion of a form of organization similar to that of 
the Western Weighing Association, the territory 
only being different. An Executive Committee of 
Nine was appointed to carry out the objects of the 
agreement when it is desired to put it into effect. 
The committee consists of the General Freight 
Agents of roads from the nine principal points 
in the territory, as follows: Buffalio—W. H. 
Perry, Canada Southern; Pittsburg—Vacant; 
Cleveland—Vacant; ILodianapolis—H. C. Diehl, 
Indana, Bloomington & Western; St. Louis—M. 
Knight, Wabash: Columbus—Lucien Hills; 
Louisville—A. B. Southard, Louisville, New Al- 
bany & Chicago; Chicago—J. A. Grier, Michigan 
Central; Cincinnoati—R. M. Frazer, Marietta & 
Cincinnati. The committee afterwards met and 
elected R. M. Frazer Chairman protem. An ad- 
journment was then had. 
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A Proposed New Road from New York 
to Boston. 

HARTFORD, Conan., Oct. 24.—The preliminary 
survey fora new railroad between New York 
and Springfield, Mass., under the supposed di- 
rection of Mr. Vanderbilt and the encourage- 
ment of the Boston & Albany Koad, bas led toa 
zood any newspaper speculations which bave 
conveyed very little information to the public. 
Of Mr. Vanderbilt's hostility to the manage- 
ment of the New York, New Haven, & Hart- 
ford Road there is no concealment, his opposi- 
tion arising from the fact that this road runs 
trains of the New York & New England Road by 
the way of Hariem River to connect with the 
Pennsylvania Road, with which it is at sword’s 
point. Mr. Vanderbiltis a large owner inthe New 
York & New Haven Road, bolding about 1,500 
shares, and perhaps on that account be feels that 
the management should defer to him. His first 
demand that the road should cease to keep open 
au aveoue into New England for the Pennsyiva- 
nia Road was the subject of discussion between 
a committee of the road and representatives of 
Mr. Vandertult, and it resulted in the absolute 
refusal of the New York & New Haven Direct- 
ors to change their present arrangement. They 
said, in substance, that they were no more 
friendly to the Pennsylvania Road than to Mr. 
Vanderbilt's road, and were anXivous to maintain 
peacetul relations, but as common carriers they 
Inust consult their own interests as weil as the 
interests of their New England constituency. As 
a matter of fact, the connection with the New 
York & New England and the Pennsylvania 
Kouds supplies a revenue of about $1,500,000 an- 
nually, and to cut this off would show great busi- 
ness weakness, and would be especially stupid 
when the only reason given for so doing would 
be to satisfy Mr. Vanderbilt in his war with 
the Pennsylvania Road. Moreover, the Penn- 
syivania corporation could not be shut out of 
New Engtand by the refusal of the New York & 
New Haven Round to do its business. It would 
find some way to get in and out. Under these 
circumstances Mr. Vanderbilt ought not to ex- 
pect that the road here would take up bis bat- 
tles andfight them against its own weifare, 
and the Directors, through their committee, 
having put these points with some emphasis, 
respectfully declined to mix in the quarrel. 
Then a proposition was made by the Boston & 
Albany Koad to tease the New York Road, and 
this failed; and at about the same time it was 
learned that the Connecticut managers bad 
secured control of the New Haven & Northatnp- 
ton Road, which connects with the Albany Ruad 
at Westfield and runs south to New Haven. 
Having control also of the Shore-Line and the 
Air-Line Rouds, and a detensive alliance with 
the New York & New England, the New York 
& New Haven corporation were in possession of 
all the available lines between New York and 
Boston. 

A corporation known as the Parallel Road had 
been formed under the general Railroad law to 
build a road from New York te New Haven, and 
this is still in existence, though there was of 
necessity a formal reorganization, because the 
time bas expired under the law for the 
completion of certain details. The managers 
of this enterprise bave so far maintained inde- 
pendent relations, but it is supposed that they 
will be very giad if Mr. Vanderbilt is disposed to 
be of assistance in building the road. Mean- 
while, the Vanderbilt surveyors, so-called, have 
staked out a route the entire distance between 
New York and Springtield. Northof New Haven 
the line hits Meridca remotely and touches 
Cheshire, but goes through only one flourishing 
place—New Britain—ten miles from Hart- 
ford. The peopie of New Britainare very much 
interested in having the road built, being ambi- 
tious to rival Hartford. 

The managers of theJNew York, New Haven 
& Hartford Road know nothing about Mr. Van- 
derbilt’s intentions further than they are dis- 
closed by the surveying party. but they do not 
think he seriously intends to construct a road. 
If, however, his only purpose is to alarm them 
into a compliance with his demancs, they say he 
will fail. If be desires to construct a road under 
their general ruilroad iaw, there is no power to 
prevent him; butif he wants special privileges 
from the Connecticut Legislature, the old road 
will make a stir about it. 


The Eastern Trunk Lines Will Have to 
Be Regulated After All. 

The Western Trunk- Lines Passenger Associa- 
tion will meet in this city today to devise meas- 
ures for compelling such of the Eustern lines 
that have not yet paid up arrearages to come to 
terms at once. There is but little change in the 
situation since the last meeting of the associa- 
tion. Although all the Eastern lines say they 
mean to settle, yet none of them have taken 
any steps to show their sincerity. It is believed 
that energetic measures will have to be taken at 
once to compel the Grand Trunk, Baltimore & 
Uhio, and probably the Erie, to pay up and 
accept the rules of the Western Association. 
Mr. Cole, of the Baitimore & Onbio, has replied 
to 6the ultimatum sent him last week, 
but his letter is rather evasive, 
and does not indicate ‘when he 
will accept the terms. He accuses Com missioner

Opera Made Easy—Capt. T. P. Jones’ 
Libretto Lavention.

Capt. Jones, a well-known construction engi- 
neer, well known on the river, and fora great 
many yeurs a resident of this city. holds a daily 
levee at an office in the Jaccard Building, corner 
of Fifth and Olive streets, where he exhibits a 
working model of a libretto which, he proudly 
deciares, will soon tind a place in every theatre 
in the world, and which solvesa problem that 
has presented itself iu unpleasant form to every 
lover of the drama or of opera. In brief, it isa 
device by which every member of an operatic 
or theatrical audieuce has placed before bim 
in bofd relief the text in hisown language of 
the opera or play which he is heariug, and bas 
the lines pointed out to him at the instant they 
are being recited by the actor or singer. It con- 
sists of an illuminated bulletin, operated like a 
sinall panorama, and located at whatever 
point on or near the stage may best enable 
the audience to consult it without mvution 
of the head or body. The _ scroi/ 8 
wound off one rollerupon another as the 
progresses, and, asit isto be operated by a 
pretty little water- power mechanism, the direct- 
or of the orchestra, by the slightest movement 
of the hand, can so control its movement that 
the lines will puss a wire index at exactly the 
sume tume they are recited. By dividing the 
bulletin into vertical cofamus, and heading each 
column with the actor's title, the inventor bas 
sO arranged as to indicate the order of speaking 
all the parts and the different language of

WINTHROP’S ORATION. 


The Worktown Address of the Elo- 
quent Bostonian. . 

The delivery of the oration at Yorktown 
could not have been intrusted to a better or 
more capable person than the venerable Rob- 
ert C. Winthrop, of Massachusetts. If it 
was not to be pronounced by a Virginian, no 
other than a sonof Massachusetts could have 
so good a right to it, and in Winthrop there 
meet so many special qualifications for the 
distinction that no other man in Massachu- 
setts could have been thought of in compar- 
ison. The descendant of the founder and 
first Governor of the colony, his name leads 
the imagination back to the beginning of 
American freedom, which Yorktown ¢on- 
firmed after a hundred and fifty years had giv- 
en it fibre and force. Moreover, since the War 
of Secession ended he has been serving the 
South in hischarge of the Peaboby Educa- 
tional Fund, and so presented there the talis- 
man of Northern friendship and National 
unity. It was Winthrop, too, who was the 
orator at the corner-stone laying of the 
Washington monument in 184, and his 
panegyric on Washington on that occasion 
was not finer than the praise he uttered at 
Yorktown. He is now 72 years old, and this 
may be his last important public effort. If 
it prove so, he may well be content with so 
admirable an oration. It was a worthy study 
of history, a thorough and luminous record 
and picture of events, an interesting tribute 
to the actors therein, and it closed witha 
clear and vigorous recognition of the present 
and appeal for the future. 

As the oration would fill nearly two pages 
of Ture Trrsune in small type, we wil! only 
reproduce a sketch of its scope and points as 
we find them in the Boston Advertiser: 

Nothing could be more happy in its grace- 
ful touch than his own apology for his part 
in the commemoration. “As I look back,” 
he said, “to the men with whom | have been 
associated in my own Commonwealth— 
Choate, Everett, Webster, to name no others 
—I may well feel that lam here only by the 
accident of survival.’”’ Then he turned to 
Virginia—*a State which of all others in 
our Union has never needed to borrow an 
orator for any occasion, however important 
or exacting.” This complimentary strain 
was carried just far enough; and he spoke 
of his selection as including a compliment to 
his State, his performance of such a service 


as perhaps some help to bringing back Massa- . 


chusetts and Virginia into the old amity and 
affection, and his gladness in bearing “the 
greetings of Plymouth to Jamestown, of 

unker Hillto Yorktown, of Boston, recov- 
ered in 1776 from the british forces, to Mount 
Vernon, the home in life and death of her 
illustrious deliverer.” He proceeded to 
give immediate honor to France for the help 
that gave us victory: to Franklin, whose 
labors in Paris prepared the way for that 
help, andto Lafayette, whose youtliful en- 
thusiasm was the vital element of all the in- 
fluences that brought it hither. Over the 
orator’s brilliant survey of the condition of 
the patriot cause in 1781, the movements pre- 
ceding the brief and splendid campaign of 
Yorktown, and the siege and surrender of 
Cornwallis, we must pass with this mere 
mention. In his very full and vivid char- 
acterization of the principles in the action, 
Mr. Winthrop gave what cannot collectively 
be found elsewhere, and what could not 
easily be better done. Lle describes them 
with graphic skill, and bestows judgment 
with even hand, giving due honor to Corn- 
wallis, the handsome O’Hara, to stout old 
Gen. Lincoln, to Alexander Hamilton, 
and the Carolinian Laurens, to the brave 
Steuben, to Rochambeau, de Grasse, and 
all that rich and various representa- 
tion of the rank and genius of France, 
to Gov. Nelson, and finally to Washington— 
* greater than any one who could be hamed, 

resent or absent, living or dead’’; and to 

safayette—“‘as great in all true senses of 

that term, as he was chivalrous, and gener- 
ous, and good.” ‘To this study of so many 
noted personages, enriched by treasures of 
historic aliusion and quotation, the orator 
added a grateful eulogy of France which fit- 
ly rounded out his admirable treatment of 
the event of Yorktown. 

Then he turned to consider the responsi- 
bility of Americans for the preservation for 
our posterity of the institutions which have 
cost somuch. What we are and have is not 
a matter to boast of, but to recognize and 
thank God for. “ Nor can we of this gener- 
ation,” he said, “stand here today, on this 
Virginia soil, beneath this October sun, 
without an irrepressible thrill of exulta- 
tion’ and thanksgiving that we are here 
as brothers, from the St. Johns to the 
Rio Grande, from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific—all conflicts long over, and all causes 
for conflicts at an end—tifty millions of peo- 
ple all free and equal, and all recognizing one 
country, one Constitution, one flag, to be 
cherished in every heart, to be defended by 
every hand!’ 

But it is of the future, not of the past, nor 
even of the present, that he must now speak. 
What is to be the character of the second 
century of indeperdence? what its issues 
for ourselves, itg¢ influences on mankind at 
aes Not in a pessimistic strain, yet not 
without apprehension, does the aged patriot 
view the outlook. He marks the “contagion 
of crime and tumult” now sweeping over the 
world, but does not find in these the worst 
signs of the times. ‘These are of a more 
sordid character, and make him fear lest we 
be approaching such an interval in our his- 
tory as a great English writer has described 
in striki language, when, “ between the 
period of National henor and complete de- 
generacy there is usually an interval of Na- 
tional vanity, during which examples of vir- 
tue are recounted and admired without being 
imitated.”” lle perceives **symptomsof mala- 
rias, in some of our high place, more pesti- 
lent than any that ever emanated from Poto- 
mac or even Pontine marshes, infecting our 
whole civil service, and tainting the very 
life-blood of the Nation.”’ He does not desire 
to dash the joy of the occasion by gloomy 
anticipations, Dut he speaks the word of 
warning. It is old-fashioned warning, keyed 
on that old saying, “The fear of the Lord is 
the beginning of wisdom.” Crime must not 
go unpunished; human life must be held sa- 
cred: “and lawless violence cease to be re- 
garded as a redress or remedy for anything,” 

“The only one-man power this country 
has had to tremble at is the power of some 
wretched miscreant seeking spoils, but find- 
ing none, with a pistol in his hand, to neutral- 
ize and nullify the votes of millions, and put 
a beloved President to torture and death.”’ 

“The rights of the humblest, as well as of 
the highest, must be respected and en- 
forced.”’ 

“Labor in all its departments 
justly remunerated and elevated, and the 
true dignity of labor recognized.”’ 

“The pen and the tongue alike must be 
exercised under a sensé of moral responsi- 
bility. Ina word, the less of government 
we have by formal laws and statutes, the 
more we need and the more we must have of 
individual self-government.” 

These are a few of Mr. Winthrop’s 
words of admonition, which he continues 
further into a strong statement of the needs 
of the country in education, and especially 
of the South, drawn from his experience of 
fourteen years in the administration of the 
Peabody fund. “Slavery,” he declares, 
“is but half abolished, emancipation 
is but half completed, while millions of free- 
men with votes in their hands are left with- 
out education.” “ Here, here, is our greatest 
danger forthe future. The words of our late 
lamented President, in his inaugural, come 
to us today with redoubled emphasis from 
that unclosed grave on the lake: ‘All the 
constitutional power of the Nation, and of 
the States, and all the volunteer forces of the 
people, should be summoned to meet this 
danger by the saving influence of universal 
education.’” The great trust with which he 
has been associa has been insuflicient to 
this work. 

“it has been thus far as a voice crying in 
the wilderness—calling on the people of the 
South to undertake the great work for them- 
selves, and preparing the way for its suc- 
cessful prosecution. It may be looked back 
upon, one of these days, if not now, as the 
little leaven which has leavened the whole

town, village, and district, for iteel?, 
will be no sufficient bread for the hungry 
and famished masses. And there must be 
aids and appropriations and endowments, by 
cities and States, and by the Nation at large, 
through its public lands, if in no other way, 
and to an amount compared with which the 
gift of George Peabody—mubpilticent as it was 
for an individual benefactor—is but the small 
dust of the balance.’’

We are one~ 
bound together afresh—by the electric chordg 
of sympathy and sorrow, vibrating ana thril- 
ing, day by day of the livelong summer, 
through every one of our hearts, for our 
basely wounded and bravely suffering Pres} 
dent, bringing us all down on our knees to 
gether in common supplications for his lif 
and involving us all at lastin a common flood 
of grief at his death!

CIVIL SERVICE. 
Efforts of the Connecticut People to 
Start a Movement. 

New HAven, Conn., Oct. 25.—The Connecticut 
Civil-Service Reform Association was organized 
to-day. Ex-Gov. Hubbard presided. Prof. Si- 
mon E. Baldwin, David A. Welis, and Roger 
Averill drew the constitution. The first section 
is: “ The Connecticut Civil-Service Reform As- 
sociation believing merit and not mere party 
services should determine appointmenis to 
winor Officesin the civil administrauon of the 
United States Government, is formed to pro- 
mote the establishment of the system of ap- 
puolutment, promotion, and removal which shall 
wake this principle the rule of practice.” 
Any citizen of Connecticut can become 
a member by signing the  constitu- 
tion. Ex-Gov. Andrews was chosen  Presi- 
deot. The Vice-Presidents include Theodore 
David A. 
*“ Weshould tuke the position of 
Gen, Gartield; and yet Garfieid did not live up 
to his convictions. And if hehad lived | am 
satistied he would have disappointed many of

The discussion was opened 
by a paper read by Charles Gibbous, of Phila- 
deiphia, who considered the history of civil 
One great object to be sought 
iu its reform is the protection of the President 
from oppressive demands for office. The sys- 
tem of competitive examination bad been fairly 
testod, apd proved efficient; but the merit of 
the system alone caunot bring relief. An act of 
the Congress of 1820 limiting the teims of cer- 
tain officers to four years allows the President 
to be harassed by bordes of partisans dem and- 
ing oflice. A reform is to be effected by con- 
centrating 17 on that is in it to win over and 
convert the bad. 

Seth Low argued that the system of patronage 
in the civil service macc the National Govern- 
mentafaction in local contests, and a possibile 
control over the machinery of elections was 
bostiie to an expression of popular will in numi- 
nations. The Administration ana legislation 
had been largely upon patronage. Patronage, 
eugrossing the thoughts of both oflicials and 
legislators, demoralized the civil service by fa- 
vori the selection of improper clerks, and 
piaced the chance of Government employment 
asaprize to be won and kept by personal or 
party service. Civil-service reform proposes, as 
au remedy, tegisiation to limit in every way the

THE DIN OF THE CONVENTION 
had scarcely died away before some of Ue can- 
didates and their friends began laying wires 
looking to achieving victory at the polis, and 
already the indications arc that the campuign, 
us far as the candidates for’ Commissioner are 
concerned, will be a sortof “scrub race.” and 
that the winners will owe their success to their 
superior ability in making combinations. 

Mr. Coburn was regarded as perbaps the 
weakest candidate, coming of a prejudive that 
seemns to exist against any one who has 
served a term in the office, 
his friends were confident that they 
could pull bim through, especially those who 
bad been with bim on the Board. In fact, they 
appeared to take a deep interest in bis nomina- 
tion, and now that he is in the field they are 
bent upon beiping him in his fight, promoted 
partly by selfish motives and partly by their 
udimiration for bis many social qualities.

But that com- 
binations wiil be resorted to, and every possible 
advantage taken by bis friends in the board, 
there is no doubt, though it is questionable 
whether they will not do him more harm than 
good. If they go far enough to array the other 
nominees against bim, he certainly would suffer 
by it, so if they really mean to befriend him it 
might be well for them to temper their zeal 
with discrewon.

A MODEL PATROL WAGON. 


Chief Fire-Marsbal Swenie and Secretary 
Petrie of the Fire Department, Chief McGari- 
gie and Secretary Doyie of the Police Depart- 
ment, and Prof. Barrett of the Fire and Police 
Alarm Telegraph, accompanied by a number of 
gentiemen specially invited, repaired to H. Mc- 
Fariane’s wagon-factory, corner of Canal and 
Harrison streets, yesterday afternoon and 
witnessed an exhibition of a new tire 
and police patrol warou, built 
tor service ia Cincinnati. The latter city is the 
first after Chicagoto adopt the telepbone box 
and alarm system, and, asthe city haa no fire 
insurance patrol, the insurance companies have 
combined with the police in rigging out the new 
department. This is the first wagon built, and 
isu modelinits way. It is very substantially 
constructed, with side-railings of brass, and a 
substantial looking box, on heavy springs and 
wheels. There are two brass bull’s-eye lanterns 
on the sides in front, which can be taken off and 
used by the police. Under the seat in front there 
are two Babcock extinguisbers, and in a box at 
the side are stretchers, while on the other side 
are tarpaulins. There are many minor improve- 
ments which will hereafter be placed upon the 
Chicago patrol wagons. The wagon is rich- 
ly painted, and is indeed a model in 
its way. The fact that Cincinnati 
comes to Chicago for its police and fire improve- 
ments isacompiiment to this city. While the 
party was there Chief-of-Police McGarigie sug- 
gested to Mr. Leach, the Superintendent of the 
American Express Company, that Chicago was 
in need of a patrol wagun for use at the Central 
Station until it could procure one. There wasa 
new American Express wagon standing there, 
and Mr. Leach said: “Take that, and use it, 
and welcome, as iong as you need it. Just rub 
off our name, and take it for the use of the city 
tomorrow.’

AFTER SMALL-POX IN EARNEST. 
Dr. De Wolf, the Commissioner of Health, and 


mak- 


the Mayor had a long conference vesterday aft- . 


ernoon in regardto the suppression of smaii- 
pox, The Mayor stated to Dr. De Wolf that he 
was ready and willing to codperate witb bim in 
anything that he would do to stamp out the dis- 
ease, and that, when the ordinances and laws in 
regard to compulsory vaccination were not 
complied with, the parties who insisted 
upon violating this important §§ sanitary 
precautions should be arrested and fined. Here- 
tofore the Health Department has found itself 
barred out of the police courts and station- 
houses because the city officials refused to con- 
sider such complaints or receive persons 
charged with such violations. Hereafter this 
must cease. The police must aid the health au- 
thorities in entorcing the ordinances, and the 
police courts must act in such cases, or there 
would be trouble with them. Subsequently the 
mere penned the following letter to Dr. De 
olf: 

* CHICAGO, Oct. 25.—OUscar C. De Wolf, M. D., 
Commissioner of Health—Sirn: During your ab- 
sence East exaggerated reports have caused 
many timid people to beiieve that small-pox 
exists in the city to an alarming extent. While 
these reports are unfounded, still they affect the 
people, and are widely circulated outside of the 
city, probably to the extent of becoming injuri- 
ous to our good name. The disease is contined 
to a few localities, and is most prevalent ina 
portion of the Fourteenth Ward, where a 
large part of the population is vioilent- 
ly prejudiced against vaccination. Could this 
prejudice be eradicated, we would be able 
two rapidly stamp out the disease. But with or 
without this peration, the increase of the 
loathsome pest must be checked. While the 
Health Department has used all usual means to 
check the evil, I have refrained from taking 
any energetic steps which might appear violent 
in that direction, preferring to await your re- 
turn and have your assistance. You will now 
please turn your attention and direct your ener- 
gies to this matter. Very respectfully, ete., 

CARTER H. HARRISON, Mayor.”

It is a credit alike to its 
designer and builder, being unquestionably the 
best and most convenient vehicie ever con- 
structed for the purpose.

TAKING THEIR LEAVE. 
THE RECENT CROP OF FIRST REGIMENT RESIG- 

NATLONS AND THE CAUSES THEREOF—MORE TO 

FOLLOW—A NEW ORGANIZATION. 

Resignations seem to be the order of the day 
among the officers of the First Brigade Lilinois 
National Guard, and if the stampede which is 
now going on iskept up for any length of time 
the ranks of the brigade are liable to shrink 
very seriously. The privates and enlisted men 
cannot well resign, but if allof the officers go 
there will be no heads to the organization, and a 
grand break-up is very liable to ensue. A week 
ortwoago Maj. Durand, Maj. Henrotin, and 
Capt. Hoyne of the brigade stat? tendered their 
resignations, and Monday evening the resigna- 
tions of Col. Swain, Surgevn Miller, and Capt. 
Davis of the First Regiment were sent in to 
brigade headquarters. Yesterday all of these 
resignations were sent to Springfield, with the 
approval of the brigade commander. 

A TRIBUNE reporter saw the First Infantry 
resignations yesterday afternoon. Col. Swain 
pleads the financial embarrassment of the regi- 
ment as one reason, and says that, as he bus 
been put On record in a newspaper iuterview as 
antagonistic to the brigade commander, be can- 
not consistently hold bis position any longer. 
Dr. Miller gives no reason for his resignation, 
and Capt. Davis pleads a press Of business, 
which will not ullow him to atiend to his duties 
in the militia as be should like to. He says he 
has served in the militia in different capacities 
tor seven years, and is only obliged to ask relief 
from his duties for busipness reasons. 

Yesterday afternoon the reporter met Col. 
Swain, and asked him point-blank why he re- 
signed his position. r 

“There was nothing else to do,” said the 
Colonel. 

* What were your reasons?” 

* My tiret reason was that the brigade com- 
imauder was derelict in bis duties. Some time 
ago | expressed my opivion regarding 

GEN. TORRENCE’S MILITARY ABILITY 
in a newspaper interview, and | have had po 
reason to change that opinion since that time.” 

* Is that your only reason for resigning?’ 

“No, sir. After a full consideration of the 
matter by the vilicers of the First Infantry, and 
a long consultation, I decided that I could not 
raise the necessary funds torun the regiment 
from Dec. 1, 1881, to July 1, lk82—in fact, | de- 
clined to make tbe effort to ruise the money, 
and | suggested that some other man in the city, 
who wouid be wiliing to try toruise the funds, 
be putatthe head of the organization. I re- 
sigued to give such a man a chance.” 

* The regiment bas received ali the money al- 
lowed it by the Miiitia law, has it not?’ 

“ Yes, it has, but itis not enough. The money 
is not divided right. Some country companies 
get as much as Sow, while their armory reut does 
not amount to more than $200 per annum, while 
we,who livein acity, have to pay an inimense ar- 
mory rent witb the same amountoft money these 
country commands receive. The money is not 
divided with any sense at all.”’ 

* Will other oflicers of the regiment resign?’ 

* Yes, all of those appointed by me will resign 
within a few days.” 

** Who are they?’ : 

“Maj. Bangs, Adjutant Laing, Quartermaster 
Beil, Capt. Holmes, Capt. Gibson, Lieut.

Of late years be has been in command of 
Company , the prize company of tho 
regiment, and his “boys” bave taken 
all the prizes offered for competitive drills. 
He bas been on the point of resigning 
several times before, but the members of bis 
company, who think a great deal of him, bave 
persuaded him to change his mind. The Cap- 
tain is an old soldier, and has done more for the 
regiment than perhaps any man connected with 
it. His loss will be a sad one to bis company 
andto the organization. Maj. Bangs, whose 
resignation Col. Swain says will be sent in within 
a few days, is anotner good officer. He grad- 
uated from Company C, and in the position of 
Quartermaster of the regiment, which he occu- 
pied for some years, bandied the financial mat- 
ters of the organization with rare skill. Col. 
Swain says he isa born Quartermaster, and no 
mau in the city can take his place. Ailoft the 
other officers of the regiment who have re- 
signed, or are about to resign, have done good 
service, and the present outlook for the First 
Infantry, Chicago’s best military organization, 
is a sorry one.

In the anthracite coal trade the most notice- 
able feature, according to the Philadeiphia 
Ledger, has been for the past week the demand 
for coal. which is in excess of the ability of the 
companies tofurnish. We have within a day or 
two visited the several coal companies and 
larger operators, and find them in possession of 
orders for coal largely im excess of coal for de- 
livery. This short supply of coal has been caused 
in some measure by the very general and 
long continued drouth in the coal regions. 
Neurly all the several companies are full of the 
most persuasive agpeals for coal on accepted 
orders, for one cargo if dot for the fuil ameunts 
ordered. The anxiety manifested to get coal 
and to have it at once shows the reaily pitiable 
condition of the coal market just now, and it is 
really just cause for apprehension for the future 
should the trouble of want of water or other 
causes continue to limit production. Several of 
the companies declare themselves in the posses- 
sion of more orders now than they can fill hence 
to the close of the year, though they should not 
accept a single new one. 

In discussing “ Uncertainties about New York 
Central,” the Financial Chronicle expresses the 
opinion that, judging from the reports of the 
Erie and the Pennsylvania, the ioss on through 
business has been made good on local business. 
The Pennsylvania gained $415,597 gross and

The Registrar 
of cornu in store is actually 286,685 bu less than 


shown above, that quantity baving been shipped 
out without the cancelation of receipts as re- 
quired by law. Inquiry shows that the receipts 
for this grain were all presented Monday, and 
that the matter was simply one of accommo- 
dation. the vessels being ready to load late Sat- 
urday, while the receipts were not sent around 
in time for cancelation. 

The Registrar is probably in the line of his 
duty in noting the withdrawal! of grain without 
previous cancelation. It tends to check irregular- 
ity, should any temptation thereto exist, which 
does not appear to be the case now, the ware- 
housemen being only anxious to give parties of 
undoubted credit the benefit of a few bours 
which would otherwise have been lost in the 
relieving of crowded elevators. But while the 
Registrar calls attention to the omissions of 
other people, be should be careful not to pre- 
sent any flaws in his own, work. There woald 
appear to be some rather wide dis- 
crepancies between his figures and 
the facts. For instance. he reports 
about 63,000 bu of No. 2ana No. 2 white oats in 
the houses of Vincent & Uo. One firm here 
holds receipts for more than 70.000 bu in those 
elevators. Alsothe Hegistrar reports no No. 2 
oats in the Rock Isiand, and no oats of any 
grade in the lilinoia River elevators. There are 
parties who hold receipts on both, and have Do 
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sen ted. 

Mr. R. Brand, of Antwerp, was on ‘Change 
yesterday. He has been largely engaged in 
handling Ameri&au lard and bacon, but says the 
business is terribly slack since our era of high 
Prices set in. When American hogs 
sold here at %3%c per It net it did not 
pay the European farmer to compete, though 
be could always obtain a considerable premium 
for his bacon and bams because of the greater 
firmness of flesh, resulting from their superior 
methods of feeding. But they have bad big 
potato crops in Europe, potatoes being a perfect 
drug last year, and farmers went into hoe- 
raising. Asa result, there is now an abundance 
of hogs in France, Beigium, and Germany, and 
their meat is being soid at lower prices than the 
American can be laid down at there. fe thinks 
the French people would not have submitted 
tamely to the prohibitory decree but for the 
fact that they have plenty of hogs at 
home; and the Government is aiming to finda 
good market for those hogs, which means that 
no one need look for an inspection that will be 
anything but vexatious in its workings. The 
inspection means prohibition, whatever it may 
be called. 

We may add to Mr. Brand's statement the re- 
mark that the great bulk ef our meat consum- 
ers in Europe have but so many shillings or 
francs per week to spend, and high prices mean 
small quantities with them. if, 48 some claim, 
our hog crop is short enough to leave us with 
little surplus prodvect for export, then prices 
may not be too bigh; but present quotations 
here are not compatibie with a large consump- 
tion by the poorer classes of Europe.

It will be seen that, with the exception of one 
year, when tbere wasa siight decrease, there

Moreover, whereas ia 
1871 we used at home less than 23% percent of 
the whole crop, we retained and manufactured 
in 1881 more than 29 per ceut of the largest crop 
ever raised.

In 1874 the number of baies had already in- 
creased nearly 20 per cent since 1870, yet the in- 
crease in weight of cotton consumed bas been 42 
per cent.

about the Ist of October. it the grain specula- 
tion continues, therefore, still larger sums are 
likely to be absorbed in the interior, while the 
curtailment of exports will limit our power to 
draw gold from abroad. 

in other respects, business is very active and 
not ynhealthy. Cotton was steady at llc for 
middling uplands, against I1L3lc on the same 
date last year, and the sales last week were only 
about three-fourths as large as those of the 
week preceding, while sales for export were 
3.1% bales last week, against§ 2,373 bales the 
previous week. Pork deciined 25c; coffee 
dropped from 114 to 10X¥c for Rio fait cargoes; 
sugar has been quiet; and petroleum closed about 
Zc lower for certificates than a week ago. The 
movement in dry guods is active for the season, 
considering the state of the weuther, and a con- 
fident feeiing prevails.

Who Is Mrs, ee T. Adams? 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 
EVANSTON, I[il., Oct, 24.—This question, which 
one of your correspondents iu Saturday's paper 
asks concerning the author of the beautiful 
hymn, “ Nearer, My God,” has doubtless been 
asked by many within the last month of Na- 
tignal sorrow and mourning. Sarah Fiower was 
born in Cambridge, England, Feb. 22, 1805. She 
was the younger of two daugbters. Her father, 
Benjamin Flower, was the editor and proprietor 
of the Cambridge Intelligencer. By the death of 
her mother, which occurred when she waa very 
young, the care of ber education was devolved 
upon bim, She early displayed a taste for liter- 
ature.

“ produced a de ep*im pression on those who 
met with ber.’’ Her contributions to period- 
icals were numerous, both in prose and pvetry. 
She prepared a catechism for children which 
was entitied “The Fiock at the Fountain,” and 
which was Unitarian in sentiment. She was also 
a composer of music. Some of her works were 
collected and published, under the title of 
“ Adoration, ASpirayon, and Beliet.” In 1641, 
she published a draindtic poem in five acts, on 
the martyrdom of * Vivia Perpetua,” and which 
she dedicated to’ber sister. No accountis given 
of the circumstances under which she composed 
the hymn by which she is best known. Her 
health, itis said, failed gradually, ‘almost ber 
last breath bursting into unconscious song.” 
Tne piace of ber burial is near Harlow, Essex.

CuIcaao, Oct. 24.—I presume it will not be of 
much benefit to the weary pedestrians to com- 
plain of the miserable sidewalks that we are 
compelled to tramp over in mortal fearofa

CHICAGO, Oct. 25.—The articie in THe TRIBUNE 
of the 24th, rehearsing the couversation of Gens.

Gen. Garfield aud the Battie of Chick- 
amauga. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 
MADISON, Wis., Oct. 23.—The extract from 
Edmund Kirke’s * Léfe of Garficid ’ in regard to 
the battie Of Chiekamauga, published in your 
issue of the 19th, contains an crror of statement 
that ought rot to pass without correction. Gen. 
Garfieid’s fame rests on a solid foundation and 
needs po fictitious bolstering. Gen. Thomas did 
not change the pusition of his line on the right 
after he was joined by Gen. Garfield, as stated 
in that extract. The key to the position on the 
right was a spur runuing out laterally ftom Mis- 
sion Ridge and falling away graduaily into 
Chickamauga Vailey. Immediately after the 
disaster on the right by which our ling of battle 
was broken and the right wing cut off, Gen. 
Thomas hastily gathered a few available regi- 
ments on his right, and pushed them up the 
valley, presumably with the intention of trying 
to reopen Communication with the severed right 
wing. This smail fyree witha line of battle at rigut 
angies to the general direction of the main 
line advanced beyond ali support, and with both 
flanks in air was well-nigh cut off and over- 
wheimed by the masses of Kevels pouring 
through the break in the line. They fell back 
precipitately under a heavy fire from the Keb- 
els, and rallied a little to the rear on the lateral 
ridge aiready deseribed. The line as hastily re- 
formed under fire Was advauced so far over the 
slope towards the Rebels as to lose some of the 
naturai advan of the position.

These armies which flourish so largely in bis- 
tory tor their heroie achievements on the Niag- 
ara frontier, viewed in the light of subsequent 
events were small affairs.

THE TAYLOR DIVORCE. 

At 100 clock yesterday morning Judge Anthony 
resumed the hearing of the case of Mary k. 
Tavior against Dr. W. W. Taylor, wherein the 
former petitions that the decree of divorce 
which ber husband obtained from her October, 
1S), beset aside, alleging that it wus procured 
by fraud. The court-room was pretty well 
filled during the entire day. and the evidence at 
times was very entertaining. Dr. Taylor, as on 
the day previous, was accompanied by bis sec- 
ond wife and aged motber. 

Witnesses were first put upon the stand to 
prove that neither defendant nor plaiutit were 
present when the decree of divorce was granted. 
This was ad-‘vitted, however, by the defease. 

A saloonkeeper named Weiss testified that de- 
fendant and plaintiff visited him last April with 
@ view to renting a house from him on Michigan 
avenue. Defendant introduced plaintiff as his 
wife. 

Charlies McCarthy, a young brother of Mrs. 
Tayor, testiiied that he lived with his sister and 
ber husband a long time. Wituess heard Dr. 
Taylor say, after the divorce and second mar- 
rinwe had veen discovered, that it was all his 
own fauit, and that the burden rested on bis 
own shoulders. 

Mrs. Carrie Anderson, an old Swedish lady, 
testified that she had knOwn Mrs. Taylor No. 1 
since iast February; bad lived with ber several 
months. Witness aiso knew Dr. Taylor, the de- 
fendant. He used to calland see Mrs. Taylor 
nearly every day, and frequently remained over 
night, always sleeping with Mrs. Taylor. Wit- 
pess had seen defendant and Mrs. Taylor in bed 
tugether after the Ist of last June. 

‘In the cross-exa:ination witness said de- 
feudant sometimes used to come to 567 Wabash 
avenue, where Mrs. Taylor lived, to see his little 
boy, leaving the house without seeing Mrs. Tay- 


lor at all. 

Eva Neilson testified to about the same facts 
as the previous wituess had testified to, Eva be- 
4 a young girl shat had worked with Mrs. Tay- 


Mrs. Bagiey, the old lady at whose house Dr. 
and Mrs. Taylor boarded upon Mrs. Tayior’s re- 
turn from Kalamazuvo, where ber little boy was 
born, was put upon the stand to testify as to the 
relations then existing between the husband and 
wife. ‘ne testimony was excluded, however, 
because it wasin 1878, prior tothe date of the 
— that the couple boarded with Mrs. Bag- 


Tiies Nellie Bagley, a daughter of the previous 
* witness, testified that she bad seen both Dr. and 
Mrs. Taylor since October, 1850. The Doctor had 
invited her up tosee ‘bis wife’’ and boy, and 
she had done so, visiting Mrs. Taylor at 567 Wa- 
bash avenue. 

aa young lady named Sarab Cross testified to 

baving known Mrs. Mary Taylor since last Jan- 
uary. On the 6th of June witness took dianer 
with Mrs. Taylor at No. 547 Wabash avenue. Dr. 
f'aylor was there, all three having walked up to 
the house towether from down-town. 

Edward A. Jessel, an old gentleman who had 
rented a room from Mrs. Taylor at 567 Wabash 
avenue, testified to having seen Dr. Taylor about 
the premises during the month of last “* 

Miss Katie McCarthy, a sister of Mrs. Taylor, 
was next put upon the stand. Witness lived 
with Mrs. Taylor last fall aud winter and saw 
Dr. Taylor there about every day. He used to 
‘sleep there all night with Mrs. Taylor. 

The Court said enough evidence of this char- 
acter bad been introduced—that is, regarding 
Pr. ‘Taylor's visits to his first wife after getting 
the divorce. 

The defense said these visits would not be 
disputed anyway. 

Rev. Mr. Dickinson testified that at the 
request of Mrs. Tavlor he procured a marriage 
license in the latter part of Muy, 188!—a bicense 
to remarry the Doctorand his tirst wife. At 
that time Dr. Tayior was in Kentucky, where be 
bad eto attend his father’s funeral After 
Dr. Taylor's return witvess visited him and Mrs. 
Tay ier 7 at 567 Wabash avenue with the license. 
They botb said, when showed the license, that it 
wasalirghbt. Dr. Tayior, however, objected to 
being married then, giving asa reason his recent 
affiiction and his mother’s serious iliness. When 
Mrs. Taylor asked witness to procure the liceuse 
she explained that she had heard that a divorce 
had procured, and that both sbe and her 
hns wanted to be remarried. Dr. Taylor 
bad aisu telegraphed from Kentucky to have 
a eee procured. 
| telegram was offered in evidence. It was

to ** get iicense.”’ 

Miss Mary Finnegan knew Mrs. Taylor and 
Dr. Taylor; rented a room at 567 Wabash avenue 
jast May, and paid the room-rent to Dr. Taylor. 

A receipt for room-rent, signed * W. ay- 
Jor,” was introduced in evidence. 

With the testimony of Miss Finnegan the plaint- 
iff's side of the case ciosed. 

first. wituess for the defense was Mr. 
Mathew Fisher. Witness was visited by Mrs. 
Taylor in the early part of May. He chanced to 
. mennon the divorce to Mrs. Taylor, and she 
seemed very much surprised aud wanted to 
know the particuiars, deciaring that she had not 
heard of any divorce. The next day. however, 
she calied on witness and said she had deceived 
him the day before; that she did know ail 
about the divorce business. She and her bus- 
band had a to get a divorce in order that 
be might get some money from Col. Tayior, bis 
father, the latter having declured he would not 
heip his sou any until a divorce had beeu ob- 
tained. The Doctor was to ok $2,000 from bis 
father after the divorce had n procured, and 
then, as Mrs. Taylor told witness, she and the 

were to be remarried. 

On the cross-examination the witness said 
that neither he nor Col. Taylor knew that the 
Doctor was living with Mrs. Tayior after the di- 
vorce had been obtained, Dr. Taylor toid wit- 
ness that be had married Miss White to please 
his mother. . 

Court took a recess at this time until 2 o'clock. 

George Martin, the first witness called after 

testified that he was present when Dr.

It Holds Its Annual Meeting and 
Elects a New Set of 
Officers. 


An Appropriate Tribute to the Late 
President Garfield- The Spoils 
System.

The Citizens’ Association held its annual meect- 
ing yesterday afternoon, Mr. Edson Keith, the 
President of the association, in the chair. The 
following-named gentiemeu were present: T. 
W. Harvey. W. C. Grant, George Mason, W. EL 
Salisbury, KE. P. Tobey, Edward F. Gale, Thad- 
deus Dean, George F. Harding, N. F. Olsen, Jobo 
Mason Loomis, J. H. 3. Quick, R. S. Critchell, W. 
E. Hale, KR. J. Smith, C. R. Larrabee, C. Sny- 
dacker, #. B. Fay, George CU. Clarke, E. F 
Cragin, P. B. Wight, D. W. Irwin, A. A. Car- 
penter, Max A. Meyer, Henry W. King, R. T. 
Crane, Marx Wineman. 

Messrs. Harvey, Dean, Quick, Tobey, Salis- 
bury, Grant, Harding, Mason, Gale, Olsen, and 
Looinis were appointed a committee to nomiuate 
an Executive Committee tor the coming 
year. The committee retired, and sub- 
sequeutly reported the following names: 
Augustus A. Carpenter, Honry W. King, F. B. 
Peabody. Edwin Lee Brown, Altred Bishup 
Mason, Marx Wineman, Marshall Field, Richard 
T. Crane, Murry Nelson, Mux A. Meyer, Edson 
Keith, Mark Kimball. The report wus adopted. 

THE LATE PRESIDENT. 

Mr. Meyer preseated the following resolutions, 
which were unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That this association does hereby ex- 
press its deep and abiding borror at the act of 
the assasin who bas deprived the Nation of its 
constitutional Chief. 

Resolved, That by the death of the late Presi- 
dent the country has lost a scholar, a statesman, 
au orator, anda patriot, who bud won and de- 
served the deep affection and respect of his fel- 
low-citizens. 

Resolved, That the assasin’s crimeis a direct 
result of the strength of the spoils-system in our 
politics, and that it is a warning to prevent such 
political wurders in the future by managing 
public business on busivess principies, by mak- 
ing appointments for.proved merit alone, and 
by removing subordinate officeholders oniy for 
legitimate and non-partisan reasons. 

A CRYING EVIL. 

Mr. Critchell called attention to what he 
termed one of the crying evils with which this 
city is cursed—the reckless driving of all sorts 
of vehicles, and especially hacks, through the 
public streets. He bad occasiou lately, he add- 
ed, to prosecute a backman for this sort of 
thing, and bad fouud that ali that could be done 
with bim was to impose a $5 fine. which the 
Justice did. He theretore moved that the asso- 
ciation take appropriate action to prevent rapid 
and reckiess driving on the streets by vehicies 
of all kinds, and particulariv backs, by baving 
the city ordinances so amended as to accomplish 
that result. 

Mr. Harvey thought it would be weil not to 
specify hacks, inaswuch as the phrase ** vehi- 
cles of all kiuds’’ fully covered the siguation; 
and Mr. Critchell accordingly amended the reso- 
lution in that respect. 

Mr. King thougnbt the fast driving of the fire 
patrol was a great outrage—as bad, in fact, as 
that of auy other class of vehicles. 

Mr. Critohell said there was a very apparent 
necessity for the fire patrol to drive rapidly, 
though he must admit that they very olten 
drove too fast to suit bim. 

The motion, as amended, prevailed. 

FILTHY STREETS. 

Mr. Harvey called attention to the filthy con- 
dition of the streets, and remarked that the 
mud, both in quantity and quulity, was even 
worse than it had ever been before. When the 
bed of a street was cleaned the strect-cieaners 
piled up the mud ajiong the sides, right where 
horses were hitcbed, sv that anybody using a 
horse and buggy was sure to wet the ful! benefit 
of it. 

Mr. Ainbler, the Secretary, said this subject 
was really covered inthe Executive Cowmit- 
tee’s annual report. The great difticulty was 
that the stroct-cleaning department badu't 
envugh money to carry on its work properly 
througbout the length and breadth of so large a 
city as Chicago. 

Mr. Carpenter remarked that all this only 
brought up a more important question. The 
city was in need of moncy, and how was it to 
put itseif in shape to provide for its present 
and future wants’ The mgst important work 
before the association, in his opinion, was to 
take such steps as would ultimately result io 
the 

REMOVAL OF THE TWO PER CENT LIMIT 
to municipal appropriations, in order to meet 
these xrowing wants. 

Mr. Graut thought the gentleman was a little 
off. The appropriation for street-cleaning this 
year was over $380,000. The trouble was that 
the moncy wasn't all actually expended on the 
streets, though credits were given for money 
which Was supposed to have gone out for that 
purpose. Tweuty-second street east of the 
river, in his opinion, hadn't. been cleaned for 
three years, thought he bad no doubt the money 
had been expended for the purpose. 

Mr. Carpenter said he had referred to the 

whole question of providing means for muvore 
etrent- -cleaning, more policemen, more bridges, 
and more tunnels. 

Mr. Harding was opposed to removing the lim- 
itation until certain great and fundamental re- 
formes in local matters were put in practice. ‘Too 
much money was spent in rewarding spoiis- 
bunters with offices, and the proper thing to do 
was to cut down in that respect and appiy the 
savi to the sanitary and other purpuses re- 
fe to. If the limitation on city appropria- 
tions were 5 instead of 2 per cent, the city would 
spend all it could within that limit. In concu- 
sion, he offered the followimg resolution, which 
he said was designed to put the principies of 

CIVIT-S3ERVICE REFORM IN PRACTICE, 
and thus meet the difficulties which Chieago had 
to contend with: 

Resolved, That steps be taken by thia associa- 
tion to putin operation in our city and county 
civil service the salutary principles oi civil- 
service reform. 

Resolved, That this,in our opinion, is the bot- 
tom reform; that by it great economy and efli- 
cieacy can be introduced in administration: and 
that no increase in the rate of taxation be 
made until this great measure of retrenchment 
and reforin be first fully tried. 

Mr. Cragin favored the resolution, and re- 
amarked that he bad been twoid by prominent 
members of the association that the stealings in 
the Water Departiuent were considerable. 

Mr. Crane thought the money bad becn law- 
fully and evonomically expended under Mr. 
Wallcr. How.it would be now he couldn't say. 

Mr. Meyer rewarked, with evident pain, that 
Chicago was about the dirtiest city in the world 
just at p-esent, with the possible exception of 
Constan .iople, and until the city could elect a 
Mayor wao wasn't working for the Governor- 
ship or the United States Senatorship, and who 
would turn bis efforts to raising money by taxa- 
tion and spending the money for

instead of his party. there was little use in 
as ng * civil-service reform. 

Mr. Hardi stoutly defended bis resolution. 
Both political parties and the last four Presi- 
dents had been celebrating the praises of civi:- 
service reform. He wanted io see something 
practical come out of all the talk that had beea 
expended on the subject, and he 
knew no  ~0better place to inaugurat« 
those principles of civil-service reform tbhrn 
in Chicago, or no better way to go about it thai 
in the manner indicated—lopping off useless 
offices, created for political bangers-on, and de- 
voting the savings thus made to sanitary mat- 
ters and the improvement of the city. If there 
was anything morc Uy egy and less theoretical 
than that he would like somebody to tell him 
what it was. 

Nobody made answer, the resolution was 
adopted, and the mecting adjourned. 

At a subsequent mecting of the Execntive 
Committee the following officers were elected

money annually appropriated by the State to 
support these institutions, which these boards 
had formerly handled, depusited in their lowal 
banks, paid out on contracts in their neighbor- 
hood, etc., greatly to their aggrandisement and 
impor tance. 

There is to be a powerful attempt made at the 
next session of the Leyisiature to abolish the 
new Board of Control, and reinstate the super- 
!'ugus Board of Charities and Reforms and the 
Jocal boards, with their old ring abuses, favorit- 
isin, and frauds. To this end it appears as 
Though a simultaneous altempt was being made 
tu assail in sensational reports the present wao- 
agement of all the institutions, so us to bring 
discredit upon the new systein and create a sen- 
timent in favor of restoripg the old ways. This 
may in part account for the assault on the State 
Prisou Management.
